However, we may borrow fome 
feint Refemblances from che exter- 
nal Fabric of a curious Machin; 
which fets.forththe groffer and more 
material Parts, as the Internal 
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Some further Light we may re- 
ceive from the Experience of Chy- 
mifts, in making the Axalyfs of mixt 
Bodies, where they find Five Sorts 
of Subftances, from whence they » 
conclude, there are Five Principles 
in Humane Bodies, Three of which 
are Active, viz. Sparit, Oil and Salt ; 
and Two Paflive, viz. Water and 
Farth. The Active by Reafon of 
their great Motion caufe all Mariner 
of Adtion ; the Paflive being in Re- 
pofe themfelves, only ferve to hin- 
der the quick Motion of the Active, 
and be proper Receptacles for therr.

Suppofe it to be fo ( tilf 
amore probable Hypothefs can be 
found ) the whole Mafs of Blood, 
Chyle, and other Juices in Humane

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Four Principles, viz. Saline, whether 
Acid,or Alcalious, Volatile or F ix'd ; 
Sulphureous, Watery and Earthy, 
whofe due Proportion and Texture

{ure and Standard of Health, as their 
Difproportion and uneven T wilting 
together produces irregular Motions 
aud infinite Diforders, the leaf, of 
which may in fome Senfe beterm’d a 
Difeafe. 


The Acid and Alcalious Salts, by 
Reafon of their oppofite Nature, 
and active Quality, maintain a Brisk 
Engagement with each other, and 
caufe greater or leffer Alterations in 
the Conftitution of our Body, pro- 
portionable to their Purity — and 
Sharpnefs, in which AGion the other 
Principles being in a perpetual Inter- 
courte with them, are not permitted 
to obferve an exact Neutrality, and 
hence come the inteftine’ Motions of 

B 3 the 
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the Blood and Juices, Regniar and 
Irregular, Natural and Preternatural, 
with gteat Variety of Diforders, and 
a Train of innumerable Symptoms, 
commonly call’d Difeafes, which if 
they were reduc'dtothe Number of 
the contending Principles ( with Re- 
fpec& to the Method of cuting Dif- 
eafes ) in my Opinion might render 
the Practice of Phyfic much mote 
Fafie, Safe, and EffeCtual, and alfo 
lop off a great deal of fuperfluous 
and unneceflary Practice. 


Phyfic 1s an Art of prefetving 
Health in Humane Bodies by proper 
Means; or itisan Art of preferving 
prefent, and reftoring loft, Health; or 
according to Hippocrates, itis an Art 
Converfant about things Healthful, 
Unhealthful, and Neuter. 


Phyfic is call’d an Art, or a pra- 


ical Science, becaufe all its Precepts 
are defign’d for Action, or the doing 
of 


%. 
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offomething, and therefore Phyfic 
is wholly Practical. 


The End of Phyfic ¢ Natures 
Handmaid ) is Health, which is 
chiefly intended by the Phyfician, 
even in Difeafes call’d incurable, 
asmuch as is pofiible to be done; 
for thofe things that are not in the 
Power of Nature to heal, much lefs 
are they in the Power of the Phyfici- 
an, her Minifter. Therefore Palli- 
ation isa kind of Healings; for the 
Phyfician may be faid to heal, when 
he reduces the Difeafe to fuch a State 
asis poffible for it to be reduc’d ; 
nay, it is a great Queftion whether 
there be any Difeates of themfelves, 
and in theirown Nature, incurable, 
fo as nat to be cur’d fometime, efpe- 
cially if the Patient be not prepoffefs’d 
with the Incurablenefs of the Difeafe, 
or harnper’d with a falfe Notion of 
Preferyation from further and worfe 
Iricanveniencies, by prefent Indif- 
pofitions; or elfe it may be alledg’d, 

B 4 that 
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that thofe incurable Difeafes do 
not belong to the Art of Phyfic, for 
thofe Difeafes, concerning. which 
there are no Precepts in the Art of 
Healing, do not dire&ly belong to 
that Art, and yetthey may be hand- 
ted, that they may be known whe- 
ther they are Incurable or no. 


The Subje of Phyfic is Humane 
Body, whether Healthful, or Di- 
{temperd; for as Opticks are 
chietiv Converfant about vifible 
Objects, fo  Phyfic is concern’d 
about Bodies Curable. 


The beft Divifion of Phyf C iS ta- 
ken from thofe Principles which 
immediately conftitute the Difference 
of Phyfic,thele are the Subjed, Means, 
and Egd ; therefore the firft Divition 
of Phyficis either General or Speci 
al; the General Part of Phyfic is that 
which laysdown thofe general Pre- 
cepts which gre Neceflary for the 
obtaining of Health, as appears in 

the 
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the Inftitutions; the Special Part 
fhows the Method of obtaining 
Health in Particulars, to which 
belongs the Doctrine concern- 
ing Particular Difeafes, with 
Hiftorical Accounts of — Sick 
Perfons: But becaufe we cannot 
procure Health to the whole, 
nor the feveral Parts, of Man's Body, 
unlefs we accurately attend to the 
Subje#, Means, and Exd, there- 
fore both the General and Special 
Part of Phyfick are divided into 
thofe which treat of the Subjed, 
Means, and End. Of the Subjed 
there areThree Parts, viz. Phyfologiz, 
| Pathologia, and Semiotica, becaute 
thefe lead us to the Knowledge 
of the Swbjeé ina State of Health 
and Sicknels ; of the Means there are 
alfo Three Parts, viz. Dietetica, Chi- 
rurgica, and Pharmacenticas and 
from the End arife Two parts, viz. 
| Higieina, and Therapentica. 


The 
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The Body of Man is wont to be 
divided into Venters, and Limbs ; 
the Vexters are notable Cavities, in 
which One or more Noble Bowels 
are Treafur'd up; thefe Vewters are 
Three, the Upper, Middle, and Low- 
er, or the Head, Breaft, and Ab- 
domen, containing the Animal, 
Vital and Natural, Bowels; the 
Limbs are Members adjoining to 
the Venters, diftin& by Joints, and 
are the Arms and Legs; the Arms 
are divided into the Shoulder, Cu- 
bit, and Hand; the Legs into the 
Thigh, Tibia, and Foor. 


Though all the Parts of Phyfic, 
as well thofe which treat of the 
Subjeé, Means, and End, refer to 
the fame End, and all its Precepts 
are defign'd for the doing of fome- 
thing, yet thele Two Hygieiva and 
Therapeutica, in a {pecial Manner, 
and more Immediately, dire& us in 
the Way and Method of preferving 

. » Health 
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Health in Human Bodies ; the other 
Parts more Remotely. 


Health is a Difpofition of the 
Parts of Man’s Body according to 
Nattire, whereby fhe is inabled du- 
ly to perform thofe things which 
are the Confequents of Health, as 
Actions Sound and Healthful, Qua- 
lities well Order’d, Excretion and 
Retention Agreeable; which ne- 
ceflarily require a good Tempera- 
ment, and apt Conformation of the 
Parts; the Reverfe whereof in the 
leaft Degree, ftridly taken, may 
be call’d a Difeafe; though the 
Latitude of Health may fo far ex- 
tend it felf, as that every one may 
be call’d Healthful, fo long as none 
of thofe things which follow 
Health do Manifeftly and Nota- 
bly recede from their Natural 
State. | 


_ Humane Adtions are perform’d by 
the Body alone, or by the Body 
and 
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and Soul together: Thefe are call’d 
Animal, becaufe they do or may 
proceed from the Soul, 7. e. the 
Soul her felf is, or may be, Con- 
{cious of fuch Actions as fhe is the 
chief Author of them. The A@i- 
ons which depend wholly on the 
Nature of the Parts, that is, their 
good Temperament, and apt Con- 
formation, are Twofold, Nz«triti- 
on, and Vivification. 


Nutrition is a perpetual Reftau- 
ration of the Decay’d Natural 
Subftance, by Means of the Arterial 
Blood, duly prepard and driven 
forth by the Heart into all Parts of 
the Body by the Arteries. Now 
every thing whatfoever containing 
many Particles of the fame Kind 
and Figure, which may be duly. 
Prepared and Concotted in us, fo 
that from thofe Particles Aggluti- 
nated and Join’d to the Parts of 
the Body, the like Subftances to 
them may be made, is call’d Ali- 
ment. ~ Vivifi- 
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Vivification is a renewing of the 
Heat, and Spirits. 


The Alimentary Appetite condu- 
cing to thefe Purpofes, is a trou- 
blefome Senfation, arifing from a 
Vellication or Twitching of the 
Nerves of the Eighth Conjugation 
Implanted in the Stomac, pro- 
ceeding from the Defect of Food, 
and fharpnefs of the remaining 
Ferment, by which Méans we are 
forc’'d to a Defire of Food, and it 
is either Huger, or Thirft. 


Thirft is a defire of Drink, pro- 
ceeding from the Vellication of 
the Gullet, Throat, Palate, Tongwe, 
and Adjacent Parts, by reafon of 
fharp faline Particles Irritating thefe 
Parts, and the Defe& of Spittle 
to Moiften them, and Dilute the 
Salts. 


Hunger, 
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Hunger, which is a defire of 
Food, proceeds from the Reliques 
of the Saliva, and digefted Food, 
remaining in order to a fubfequent 
Diffolution of the fucceeding Ali- 
ment; which being Acid, and 
clofely adhering to the Wrinklid 
Membrane, efpecially about the 
upper Orifice of the Stomac, .caufe 
that troublefome Senfe, which is 
convey'd by the forefaid ‘Nerves 
to the Brain, there exciting a 
defire of allaying at by a fpeedy 
{fupply. 


If thefe fermientaceous Juices are 
not only Immodesate in the Sto- 
mac, but alfo by the Default of 
thofe that ought to temper them, 
flowing from the Liver, Spleen, 
and Paxcreas, and other Parts, be- 
come too fliarp, and are bred too 
plentifully in the Body, and being 
convey d either by the Nerves or 
Arteries, 1n fo great a Plenty i 

ene 
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the Stomac, that their Acrimony 
cannot be fufficiently broke by the 
Meat and Drink receiv'd, then there 
is a Preternatural Hunger, which 
we call a Dog-like Appetite, or the 
Perfons affected therewith often- 
times vomit up the Indigefted Food, 
together with fharp Juices like to 
the Juice of Limes, and the Acti- 
monious Humor which remains, by 
reafon of its extraordinary Tena- 
cioufnefs ftill gnawing the Sta 
mac, prefently they either grow 
Hungry, and eat Heartily, or con- 
tinue in extraordinary Pain. 


Boulimos, or Hunger fharpen’d be- 
yond Meafure, acknowledges the 
‘fame, ‘but ‘fomewhat gentler, Caufe, 
wherein ‘the Food is quickly ‘Digeft- 
ed and Confum‘d. 


But if ‘thefe vifcid Fermentaceous 
Particles are Tougher, and Slower 
in their Motion, then'they ‘require 
alonger time ‘for ‘their '‘Exaltation, 

and 
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and the flirring up of Hunger, 
which chiefly happens when the 
Acid Spirits are fewer throughout 
the whole Body, and confequently 
in the Saliva, and that Mucous Sub- 
ftance which adheres to the mward 
Coat of the Stomac. 


Sometimes there happens a fud- 
dain Proftration or Diminution 
of the Appetite, when too great a 
quantity of Bile afcends into the 
Stomac (this frequently happens 
in Bilious -Perfons, the Yellow 
Jaundice, and divers Feavers) and 
there by mixing it felf with the Con- 
tents of the Stomac, corrupts not 
only the remaining Ferment of the 
Food after the Expulfion of the 
Chyle, but alfo the defcending Saliva, 
The more remote Caufes diminifh- 
ing Hunger are Exceflive Rett, 
Sieep, Cares, Fluxes, ¢c. in Immo- 
derate Cares, when the Mind is o- 
therwife diverted, many times 
Hunger is not perceiv d. ware 
bere The 
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The mott remarkable Inftances 
Of a deprav'd Appetite are, Ma- 
facta in Men, and Pica in Women, 
wherein they covet earneftly Im- 
proper Food, and avoid that which 
is more Proper and Nourifhing ; 
this defire of things Abfurd and 
Contrary to the Humane Nature, is 
a wonderful Affection, very famili- 
ar to Virgins, and Women with 
Child, tit arifes fromthe Error 
of Imagination; and a deprav’d 
Judgment proceeding from thence, 
from an Evil Difpofition of the 
Brain, and diforderly Motion of 
the Spirits; but in no wife from 
any peculiar Twitching of the na- 
tural Appetite ofthe Stomac, or from 
default of Humiors remaining there; 
for deprav’d Humors in the Stomac, 
according to the greater or leffer 
Intenfenefs of their gnawing Qua- 
lity, may indeed abolith or dimi- 
nilh Hunger, but they cannot di- 
tect it ¢o any peculiar ObjeG, for . 

G - oft. 
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oft-times they defire Abfurd, Foo- 
lith, and Unreafonable, Things. 
That healthful Perfons when Hun- 
gry defire fometimes Fil, fometimes | 
Fleth, fometimes Fruit, fometimes 
Roatt, fometimes Boyl’d, Meat 5 this 
doth not proceed from any peculiar 
Twitching, or the Natural Appetite 
of the Stomac ; but from the Avi- 
mal Appetite, whereby they judge 
{ometimes this, fometimes that, Sort 
of Food to be more acceptable, and 
conducive to their Health. 


The firft Preparation of Food is 
made inthe Mouth, by the Alter- 
nate Motion of the Upper and 
Lower Jaw, breaking, bruifing and 
grinding, the hard folid Subftances 
‘nto {maller Particles, during which: 
srinding Aétion, they are perpetu- 
ally and exaétly mix’d with the Sa- 
lival Ferment, which flows thither 
from the Salival Ducts. Of what 
Nature and Ufe this Save is, may 
not be Foreign or Impertinent to 
Inquire. mT The 
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The Saliva or Spittle is a lightly 
fermented Liquor, limpid and fe- 
rous, feparated from the Arterial 
Blood in the Parotid , and divers o- 
ther Glands of the Jaws and Mouth, 
and by the Salival Ducts, and other 
Paflages fqueez'd into the Mouth. 
For the Arteries, as they convey 
their Nutritious Juice to all Parts, 
{fo alfoto the Glands, whofe more 
Serous and fomewhat Salival Part, 
fic to Nourifh the Glands, by the 
Mixture of the Animal Spirits, flow- 
ing in by the fmaller Nerves, being 
feparated from the other Parts, and 
imbib’d by the faid Glands, is 
there in a {pecial manner Concoét- 
ed, and fomewhat further Prepar’d ; 

and what is Superfluous to the Nou- 
rfhment of them, Endu’d with a 
Gentle Acid Quality (which it re- 
ceives from the Glands) flows. to 
the Mouth by the Salival Duds. 


_ As in other Divarications ‘of the 
Arteties, fo in thefe foremention’d 
C 4 Glands. 
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Glands, the Arteries feem to gape 
with {mall Pores towards the Glands, 


and by peculiar Dutts to de- 


pofite this Sort of ferous Liquor. 
ThisOpinion is alfo Confirm’d by 
exceeding. great Saliwvations, whe- 
ther Spontaneous, in Scorbutic, Hy- 
pochondriac, Perfons, Gc. or that 
procur’d by Art, by way of Emi- 
nency call’d Ptyalifyus, in which fo 
va{t a quantity of Saliva is difcharg’d, 
as neither the Nerves, or any other 
Veffels than the Arteries can afford. 
If we more ftrictly examine the 
Quality of this Saliva, it will 
plainly appear thatit is not a Sim- 
ple, buta Compound, Slippery, Body, 
lefs Fluid, and more Thick and Vif- 
cid than Water. It hath no Spumofity 
or Frothinefs of it felf, but ifthere 
be any, it gathers it from the Mo- 
tion of the Air and Tongues nei- 
ther hath it any Savour or Smell 
of it felf, but gains it from the Sa- 
vour of thofe things that are receiv’d.

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It is no eafie Matter exactly to 
defcribe the fingular Compofition 
of the Saliva, which is wonderful, 
feeing it eafily intermixes it {elf 
wish all manner of Food, Dry, 
Humid, Oily, Watery, Salt, Sul- 
phureous, Gc. and whatever it 
penetrates, it affeciates ie {elf 
with. Nay, out of the Body it 
mingles it felf with, and is affociated 
‘unto, Quickfilver, when as it is 
otherwife with other more Simple 
Heterogeneous Humors, as Water, 
Spirits, Oil, Salr, which being 
mix'd with others, feparate them- 
felves again; yet with all thefe 
the Saliva is ftridtly and Intirely 
untied, and moreover, by the means 
of this Saliva all thefe may not only 
be mixt, but united; fo that it 
feems to be a kind of Humoral Mer- 
cury, or Univerfal, Internal, Mez- 
firuum, whereby whatfoever is 
receiv'd by the Mouth is prefently 
joind with it, and defcends to 
the Stomac, that there a more 


C 3 exact 
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exa@ diffolution of all may be 
perform’d; from all which Sylvius 
judges the Saliva to contain in it 
much Water, little volatile Spirit, 
lefs lixivious Salt, with a {mall 
- quantity of Oiland Acid Spirit well 
mix’d and temper’d together. 


The Ufes of the Saliva are 
Manifold and Remarkable ; for be- 
ing mix’d with the Food chew'd 
in the Mouths it caufes a more 
eafie Deglutition or Swallowing, 
without which it would be Difficult 
and Painful, asappears in Feaver- 
ifn Perfons, and others- that are 
Deftitute of a fufficient quantity of 
this Liquor. From the divers Sorts 
of Food, it draws forth a favou- 
ry Quality, which otherwife with- 
out fuch Moifturée could not be ex- 
tragted. It extinguifhes Thirft, by 
moiftening the Parts; hence it comes 
to pafs that Spitters or Spawlers 
do not thirft much. It Lubricates 
or Moittens the Internal Parts of the 
B8ky! Fi Ms Nay 
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Mouth, Jaws, Odcfophagus, and 
Organs of Speech. In the Sto- 
mac it promotes the Fermentation 
of all Aliments receiv'd;, nay, it 1s 
their Original Ferment, containing 
in it all that is neceflary to Fermen- 
tation, viz. a kind of Gentle Aci- 
dity, well mix’d with a Volatile 
Spirit, in a greater quantity of Wa- 
ter. Thisfermenting Vertue of the 
Saliva is manifeft from hence, 
for if you take a piece of white 
Bread well Chaw’d and Moiften’d 
with a confiderable quantity of the 
Saliva, and mix it with Flower 
kneaded with warm Water, it 
will caufe it to Ferment, which 
is very well known and pradtis’d 
by the Americans, when they make 
that Country drink of their Caffava 
Bread. 


The Food convey’d by the 
Mouth and Gullet into the Sto- 
mac, partly by the Heat of the 
Stemac, and adjacent Bowels, 

C4 pardy 
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partly by the faline {pirituous Juice 
depofited there, is diffolv’d, and 
after the manner of Fermentation 
conco¢ted and fo chang’d into a 
fomewhat White, Well-temper’d, 
Juice, though as yet mix’d with 
the groffer, and more ufelefs, Parts 
of the Aliment. This Fermenta- 
tive Digeftion ¢ which 1s perform’d 
without any vehement Motion, 
upwards or downwards, or any 
tumultuous Action throughout the 
whole Cavity of the Stomac) is 
fo Vigorous, as that. hereby the 
moft folid Food in a few’ Hours 
is not only mollify’d, but in fuch 
a manner diffolv’d, as that the 
Particles thereof being fever'd from 
their intimate Union, and feparated 
one from another, and ‘mix'd’ with 
the Liquor inherent in, or infus’d 
into, the Stomac, they do unani- 
moufly compofe a kind of Pultace- 
ous Subftance, call’d imperfect Chyle. 
The Milky, or fomewhat White, Co- 
Jour of this Chyle, is caus‘d by the 
; ‘ Ls Sule 
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Sulphureous Particles of Focd dif- 
folv’d,and by the Acid Ferment of 
the Stornac intermix’d with the faltith ; 
for all Liquors impregnated with Sul- 
phur, by means of Volatile or 
Fix'd Salts, turn White, if an Acid 
be fuperadded; an inftance hereof 
we have in the Preparation of 
Lac Sulphuris, which immediately 
grows Milky by the  forefaid 
Means. s 


The Symptoms of the Stomac 
affected are, Apepfy, or Crudity, 
Bradupepfia, or a Siow and Dimi- | 
nifh’d Concodtion , and Dy/pepfia, 
_ ordeprav'd Concodion. The Two 
former, Apepfia and Bradupepfia, differ 
in Degrees, as the Stomac is more 
or lefs affected. The Caufe of both 
thefe Diftempers, is the Defect, Scar- 
city, or Weaknefs, of the Stoma- 
chic Ferment; or if fome other 
_ Vifcid, Bilious, Humors abate its 
force ; or fome Sort of Food of- 
fending either in Quantity or Qua- 
ee lity, 
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lity, hard to be digefted, or not 
taken in due time; or by reafon of 
fome Indifpofition, or violent Mo- 
tion of the Body; or by reafon of 
fome fudden or immoderate Grief 
or Sorrow: Dyfpepfa, or the Cor- 
ruption of Food in the Stomac, is 
either Nidorulent or Acid. Nidoru- 
_ lemt Corruption is when the Food 
contracts a kind of Smell and Tatfte 
not unlike to Rotten Eggs, which 
proceeds irom Bilious Humours 
ftagnating about the Stomac, or 
from Food more than ordinary 
hot, and liable to fuch Corrup- 
tion. Dyfpepfia Acida is when the 
rnote than needful Acidity of the 
Chyle after its paflage through the 
Stomac is not fafficiently temper’d 
by the fulphureous Alcali of the 
Bile, either for want of a due 
quantity of it, or a defect of the 
natural Compofition of that Juice, 
or too great a quantity of the — 
Pancreatic Juice mix’d with the —

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The Symptoms of Preternaturaj 
Excretion of the Mouth and Stomac, 
are Ptyalifmus, Nanfea, Vomitus , 
Singultus, Cholera, Ruttus, &c. Ptyalif- 
mus, or Salivation, is an exttaordi- 
nary Excretion of Saliva from the 
Mouth, which proceeds from a 
Redundancy or Superfluity of the 
Salival Humor in the Body; but 
chiefly from the too great Laxity 
or Opening of thofe Secretory 
Ducts, or fome Extraneous Mat- 
ter Irritating or Contracting the. 
Parts. | 


Singultns, or Hickup, is a Con- 
vulfive Motion of the Stomac, but 
chiefly of the Diaphragm, endea- 
vouring to throw out any thing 
which by its Acrimony 1s offenfive 
tothe Mouth of the former, call’d 
Ocfophagus, whichis very {fenfible ; 
whereupon the Animal Spirits 
are determind in order to throw 
off the offending Matter by thefe 
Alternate and Violent Motions. 
‘ Soleo | This 
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This happens either by Idiopathy, 
or the Atfection of the Stomach a- 
Jone, when the Matter does bur- 
then the Stomac by its Quantity, 
provokes it by its Quality, or preffes 
it Externally, or by Sympathy ; 
when the Stomac doth Sympa- 
thize by the Intervention of the 
Nerves of the Eighth Conju- 
gation, erherupon the Inflammati- 
on of the Brain and Diaphagm ; or 
-Percuflion of the former ; or Lungs, 
Liver, Tleon, ¢c. being inflam’d, 
and then it isaccounted ofthe worlt 
Sort, according to Hipp. Aphorifms, 
Se#, VII. A Hickup happening upon 
violent Difeafes, 1s Mortal. 


Vomiting is a violent, convulfive, 
inverted, Motion of the Stomac 
and Ocfophagus, whereby it expels 
upwards what is contain’dinits Ca- 
vity, being irritated thereto either 
by Acrimnony, or Inflammation,or too 
great a Quantity of Matters contain’d 
therein. It arifesfrom the Intem- 

peries 
) 
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peries of the Stomach, or its ill Con- 
formation, astoo Straightnefs; alfo 
it may arife from Drinefs, Watting, 
Ulcers, Fear, a Habit or Cultom 
of Vomiting, the Shutting up or 
Narrownef(s of the Pylorus, or lower 
Orifice, Obftruétions of the Guts, 
and their inverted Motion, Co- 
lic, and Nephritic Pains, Wounds, 
or Bruifes of the Head, and its Me- 
minges ; moreover, the Matter con- 
tain'd in the Stomac may irritate itto 
Vomit, by itsPlenty, or Acrimony, 
by fhutting up the Pores, or ftimu- 
lating it by fome malignant Quality, 
whether it be Meat, Drink, or Me- 
dicine, Worms, Pus, or Bile, alfo 
exceflive Motion of the Body, and 
the Imagination of Things Horrible 
and Dreadful. 


Naufea, or an Endeavour to Vo- 
mit, procecds from the fame, but 
gentler, Caufes. “Rudus or Belching 
is an Excretion of flatulent Humors 
by the Mouth with Noife, arifing 

from 
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Trom the Contraction of the Stomac, 
by the Influx of the Spirits, or from 
its foregoing too great Extention. 
Thefe Flatulencies take their Ori- 
ginal from the Crudities of the Sto- 
mac, and alfo from Acid Juices 
abounding about the Ventricle, 

from whence fo great a quantity of 
thick Vapours are bred in the Sto-' 
mac, which cannot be conveniently 

diftribated thro’ the Body, nor dif- 
fipated by infenfible Tranfpiration, 
The Difeafe call’d Cholera is the de- 
prav’d Motion of the Stomac and 
Guts, whereby the vicious Matter is 
thrown forth with great force, by 
both the Orifices of the Stomac up- 

wards and downwards. The 
Caufes of this evil Difeafe are vici- 
ous Hunors, efpecially the Bilious, by 
their Quantity or Chuallty, exciting 
the Excretion of the Stomac and Guts 
upwards and downwards. The Choler, 
which in this Difeafe breaks forth 
thus violently u upreics and down- 


wards,is not bred in the Stomac,but in 
the 
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the Liver, and collected and heap'd 
up in the Bladder of Gall, the Biliary 
Pore, and other nejghbouring Places, 
from which at length fharply fer- 
menting, it breaks forth with a nota- 
ble force into the Duodenum, from 
whence prefently it is thruft our 
with Violence, partly upwards by 
the Stomac, partly downwards bi 
the re(tof the Guts. This fufficient- 
ly appears from hence, that the Chole- 
ra for the moft part does invade Per- 
fons unexpectedly, ere they are a- 
ware, without any previous Indif- 
pofition of the Stomac, or any 
Symptoms of Bile collected there : 
oft-times after a hearty Supper, per- 
ceiving no Inconvenience in the Ap- 
petite, or digeftive Faculty, in the 
middle of the Night, even in Sleep; 
they are fuddenly furpriz’d here. 
with. Neither doth Reafon per- 
fwade us to believe that Nature hath 
fram‘dfeveral different Organs for 
the Performance of one and the 
fame Office, for the is pleas’d to ufe 

one 
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one Kind of Medium to ob:ain any 
one End; thus it comes to pafs by 
her Appointment, that CAyle is made 
onlyin the Stomac, and Bile fepa- 
rated only in the Liver. 


It may be worth while to explain a 
little more Jargely, how, and in 
what manner, this Ferment is made 
in the Liver; The venous Blood 
flowing into the Liver from the Ga- 
ftric and Meferaic Veins, by the 
Vena Porta; to which, in the Opini- 
on of fome Authors; is mix’d a Juice 
fomewhat Sharp, Salt, and Acid, 
‘made in the Spleen by the Influx of © 
the Arterial Blood from the Arte- 
ries, and the Animal Spirits by the 
Nerves, which by the Splenic 
Branch pafles into the Vewa Porta, and 
fo together with the preceding 
Blood, to which itis mix'd; is car- 
ryd into the Liver; and by the 
help of that fharp Juice, the Spi- 
rituous, Sulphureous, and alfo the 
Saline, Particles which lay hid in the 

venous 
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venous Blood, are diffolv’d, ar. 
tenuated, and alfo become fome- 
what fharp and fermenting; the 
thinneft Part of which, like to clear 
Water, being {eparated from the reft 
of the thicker Part of the Blood, by 
the Conglobate Glands, plac‘d efpe- 
cially in the Cavous Part of the Li- 
ver, iscatryd with the CAyle into 
the Ductws Chyliferas, in order to 
be mix’d and fermented with the 
Blood: To this very End alfo fome 
fermentaceous Séiva from the 
Mouth, andalfofomewhat Salt, A- 
cid, Lymph ftom the Glands of the 
Axia, Inguen, and feveral others, is 
carryd hither, and fome of the 
thinner Pancreatic Juice from the 
Inteftines, together with the Chyle, 
paffethinto the Milky Veffels: And 
the fharper fermentaceous Spirits be- 
ing mix’d with the more thick, and 
vifcid, fulphureous, Juices, ( for Sul- 
{a is vifcid ) and more ftrongly 
ermenting by Reafon of the vilci- 
dity of the Jaices in which they 
| D inhere,;

inhere, cannot enter the Conglobate 
Glands, nor the Lymphatic Vefiels, 
and by Reafon of their fharp Ebul- 
ition, they are feparated from the 
Blood, recede together with the 
Juices in which they inhere, con- 
tract Bitternefs, and go under the 
Name of Bile ; which Bile, by Means 
ofthe Acinary Glands, flows down 
thro’ the Biliary Pore, and the Blad- 
der of Gall, by degrees into the 
Inteftines, that in them, together 
with the Pancreatic Juice, it may be 
mingled with the thicker Mafs 
of Nourifhment, concocted in the 
Stomac, and fent downto the Guts, 
in order to ferment, and fo 
diflolve and feparate themore fub- 
til Parts of the Chyle from the 
grofier, and attenuate them, that 
they may be conveniently driven in- 
ro the narrow Mouths of the Milky 
Veflels. 


For this End the Bile flides down 
by the Dutéus Choledochus into the 
begin- 
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beginning of the Guts, viz. the Dus- 
denum, and then together with the 
Pancreatic Juice is mix’d with the Alj- 
mentary Mafs, concoéted in the Sto- 
mac, and {ent thither inorder to be 
further fermented. And becaufe in 
its firft entrance it is fharper, and 
retains more of its ftrength, and alfo 
by Reafon of its Mixture with the 
Pancreatic Juice,hath an eafie Inclina= 
tion to ferment, hence in the begin- 
ning it makes the gre ateft Fermenta- 
tion, from whence the Milky Juice 
of the Mafs concocted in the Ven- 
tricle, and contain’d in the Tate/tinuns 
Jejunum, is quickly feparated, and by 
innumerable Milky Veflels ( which 
are implanted there more abundant- 
ly thanin the reft of the Inteftines ) 
it is {peedily driven forward into 
the common Receptacle 6f the Chyle, 
fo that this Gut is for the moft part 
empty. In the following Guts, by 
Reafon of the Diflipation of the 
fineft fermentaceous Spirits, the Ferg 
mentation grows by little and little 

D 2 flower 
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{lower, and weaker, and the Sepa- 
ration of the thinner Part of the 
Chyle from the reft of the Mafs 1s more 
leifurely performed ; and hence it is 
that thofe Guts have fewer Milky 
Veffels. Laftly, the refidue of the 
fermentaceous Matter, after the Dif- 
' fipation and Separation of the more 
{ubtil Balfamic Parts, being mingled 
with the feculent Mafs of the Ali- 
ment in the great Guts, and by its 
longer ftay in them becoming more 
Acrimonious, ftimulates the Guts 
tothe Expulfion of their Excre- 
ments; yet this Irritation doth not 
caufe an immediate Expulfion of the 
Feces, until the collected Excre- 
ment by its Weight prefling upon 
the Sphincfer Recti becomes Trouble- 
fome, fo that commonly this Excre- 
tion is perform’d but once or twice 
a Day, unlefs incited by fome fharp 
Medicines, or Humors which irri- 
tate the Guts, and fo caufe more fre- 
quent Evacuations. 


And 
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And that the foremention’d Bile 
may be more fharp, and fermenta- 
ceous, it doth not flow prefently 
from the Liver intothe Guts by the 
Biliary Pore, but the fineftand thin-. 
ne{t Partof it is carry’d from the 
Liver by the Biliary Roots into the 
Bladder of Gall, and remains there 
fome time,that oy its{tay there it may 
be better mix’d,and its Nature exalt- 
ed, ( asthe Leavenof Bread by its 
{tay ina warm Place acquires a great- 
er Strength) and from hence fome- 
what fermenting within the Biliary 
G/tis, it falls down into the Guts. 


Now according tothe Nature of | 
the Blood from which it is feparated, 
fuch is the B#e, cither not’ fharp 
enough, or too vifcid, from whence 
arife feveral Diftempers, as Fanndice, 
Obftrucions, and feveral Irregularities 
in reference to Excretion ; if too 
fharp, by too great an Irritation, and 
Acrimony, it produces Choleras, 

D 3 Diarrheas 
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Diarrheas, Dyfenteries, rc. efpecially 
if too fharp Pascreatic Juice be 
mix’d with it in the Guts. 


The remainder of the Blood from 
which this Ferment is feparated, is 
not wholly robb’d of it, retaining 
ftill a fufficient Quantity of it in 
the Vena Cava (as appears in an 
Animal newly Kil?d, if the Liver 
be prefently Cut off from the Vena 
Cava, and the Blood flowing from 
it referv’d, and Spirit of Nitre 
pourd upon it, prefently it turns 
/Eruginous, which happens in no 
other Blood; and fo the conceal’d 
Bilious Ferment mix’d with it is dif- 
cover'd) to which the Chyle prepar’d, 
and attenuated with Lymph from a- 
bove out of the Subclavian Veins, 
haftens, or in its Abfence, by rea- 
fon of long Fafting, the Lymphatic 
Liquor only, mix'd with the Subcla- 
vian Blood, and afterwards by its 
Circulation, is Cofermented with the 
Blood, and Affimilated to it; but

vm 
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ere it arrives to that State, it is 
driven forth from the right Ventri- 
cle into the Lungs, by the Pulmo- 
nic Artery, where being impregnated 
with the Nitrous Salt of the Air in 
Infpiration, it flows down to the 
left by the Pulmonic Vein, from: 
whence being again  propell’d 
through the Arteries by fubfequent 
Circulations, obtains the higheft Per- 
fection it is capable of, according to 
the Intention of Nature, for Vivif- 
cation and Nutrition. | 


The refidue of the Blood after 
it hath perform’d this Office of Nu- 
trition, being ftripp'd of what it 
furnifh'd the Habit of the Body 
withal, enters the Small Veins firft, 
then the Greater, and at length re- 
turns again to the Heart, that it may 
be recruited with frefh Supplies; - 
and becaufe in this Circular Motion, 


and Perpetual Nutrition, much 
Subftance of the Blood is {pent by 


the Heat of the Parts, hence it is 
D 4 necef- 
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neceflary that new Chyle, to be 
chang’d into Blood, fhould by lit- 
tle and little be mix’d with the ve- 
nous Blood, returning to the Heart, ~ 
to fupply the Defect of the former ; 
and thus the Life of Man confifts in 
a continual Nutrition, which failing, 
the Balfamic Oil muft fhortly be 
diminifh’d, and at laft the Lamp it 
felf betotally extinguifh'd. 


For as muchas in the preceding 
Difcourfe we have treated of Fer- 
ments, and the manner of Fermen- 
tation, it may juftly be query’d, 
whence it is that thefe A@ive Parti- 
cles, which perform fuch wonderful 
Operations in Humane Bodies, actu- - 
ate the Blood, and attenuate it in 
order to the feparation of the A- 
nimal Spirits > The Anfwer is this, 
they. proceed from the Innate Sul- 
phur and Salt which is in all Ali- 
ments. The firft Emotion 1s from 
Sulphur, but the primary and chief 
Acrimony is from Sa/t. For there 

| 1S 
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is nothing we Eat which doth not 
naturally contain in it Set, though 
fome things more, fome lefs. The 
Sulphur actuates the Salt, and brings 
it to Fufion; and the Sale being 
diffolv’d and attenuated, by its 
Acrimony corrodes, penetrates, 
and diflolves, all the Particles of 
the Aliment, and fo difpofes or fur- 
thers the fubtilifation, or draw- 
ing forth of the Spirits conceal'd 
in them; which Operation is call’d 
Fermentation, without which Man 
cannot live, and with which being 
impair'd or vitiated he lives miflera- 
bly. 


And that this Fermentation may 
proceed more effectually, we add 
fome help to the Natural Sat in 
Aliments, by the Inftinét of Na~ 
ture, wiz, Marine Salt, which we 
mix with the things we Eat; and 
by how much the more the Food 
isOf a hard and folid Subftance, 
and fo ftands in need of greater 
ry) Fer- 
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Fermentation, in order to its’ Di- 
geftion, by fo much the more we 
love a greater quantity of Salt in 
them; as inthe Fleth of Beef, Pork, 
ec, becaufe Sult in fach Eatables 
is the Caufe of their more eafie Di- 
geftion, provided the Sulphureous 
Spirits reducing the Salt to Action, 
do fufficiently abound in the Body, 
and are {trong enough, (as they are 
in young Men and Bilious Perfons ) 
a manifeft inftance of this we 
have in Pickled Herrings, which be- 
ing Eat Raw, do more eafily di- . 
geft in the Stomac than Frefh, tho’ 
never fo well drefs'd. And further, 
that the fermentaceous Spirits in 
the grofler Sat may more eafily be 
rous'd up, and their Power re- 
ducd into Ad, (which otherwife 
in weaker Stomacs, by reafon of 
the Impotency and Scarcity of the 
Sulphureous Spirits, which are the 
prime Movers, is not conveniently 
made) we are wont to ufe vari- 
ous Artifices, by Fire, and other- 

wile, 
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wife, to diffolve in fome Meafure 
the firm and fix’d Parts, and fub- 
tilize them, that they may be more 
eafily digefted in the Stomac; Laft- 
ly, for this End alfo we often ufe 
to mix {ome fharp,  {pirituous, — 
and fulphureous things for Sauce, 
with the more folid Food, as Spi- 
ces, Onions, Seeds, Horferadith 
Roots, Muftard, Vinegar, Limons, 
@c. and oft-times Drink after Fat- 
ing them a Glafs of generous Wine ; 
for the fulphureous Spirits mixing 
themfelves with the Salt, powerfully 
diflolve the thick and vifcid Par- 
ticles, penetrate and exalt them 
to the higheft Degree of Fufion, 
and Energy or Vigour of Fermen- 
tation: Which Chylifying Operati- 
on is much help’d, partly by the 
Saliva, which flowing down from 
the Mouth to the Stomac, is im- 
pregnated with a fermentaceous 
Quality, and partly from the 
peculiar Ferment which is made 
from the CAyle remaining in the 
Stomac, 
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Stomac, after Concottion and Ex- 
pullion, of the greateft part into 
the Guts, and is fix’d in the Pleats 
and Pores of the inner Coat, and 
there contracts more fharpnefs, 
as. is evident in Rennet. And fo 
by the firft Fermentation, the more 
fubtil and ufeful. Parts of . the 
Food are feparated from the grof- 
fer Mafs, in the form of thick 
Cream, and receive the Name of 
imperfect Chyle. From this, Chyle fo 
impregnated, by a New fermenta- 
ceous Preparation receiv’d from the 
Bile, Pancreatic Juice, Lymph, the 
Blood is made by fubfequent Cir- — 
culations, which. contains, in it felf 
the fame Saline Particles of the 
Chyle, but more attenuated, more 
exactly mix d with the Sulphureous, 
and confequently Volatile: From 
the more fix'd Saline Particles of 
this Blood flowing to. the Spleen, 
by the Splenic Artery, and 
Subacid to the Pascreas, and 
many other Glands, by. {pecial Ar- 
teries 
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teries there 1s {eparated in the Spleen, 
and foremention’d Parts, a fermenta- 
tive Matter, which by Mixture with 
the venous Blood, concur to the 
more efteCtual Separation of the Bile - 
in the Liver, and on this manner 
Ferments proceed from the Food, 
and by various Concoctions and 


~ Mixtures are exalted and diverfi- 
fy'd. | 


A Sharp, fomewhat Salt, Subacid, 
Juice, (as was before hinted) is 
feparated in the Spleen, from the 
Arterial Blood, flowing to that 
Bowel by the Splenic Artery, which 
being mix’d with the Animal Spirits, 
does blunt and fix the Salphureous 
Volatile Spirit, which was Predo- 
minant in them, fo that the Saltand 
fix'd Acid gets the Dominion ; 
which is evident, becaufe the {wect 
Blood flowing into the Spleen by 
the Arteries, feems to be there 
chang’d, and becoming fomewhat 
Acid and Salt, is fo driven forward 

from 
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from the Spleen by the Splenic 
Branch to the Liver, as fome Au- 
thors think; however, it may fafely 
get there by the conftant Reflux of 
the Blood. 


For the true Action of the Spleen 
is nothing elfe, but by feparating 
a peculiar Ferment Subacid, and 
fomewhat Fix’d, from the Arterial 
Blood, in order to Check the too 
great Volatility of the Salt, partly to 
compofe, and be an Ingredient to 
the Alcalious Ferment of the Bile, 
fo neceflary both for the Lique- 
faction and Separation of the Chyle 
from its Groffer Terreftrious Parts, 
as i9 evident to thofe that make 
Marble Paper, who when they have 
by means of a fmall Brufh flirted 
various Colours upon Gum-Water, 
the Drops continue diftiné upon 
the Surface, but immediately upon 
the addition but of a few Drops 
of Gall, they liquifie, extend them- 
felves, and intermix, by a vifible 
fermenting Commotion. Fur- 
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Furthermore, 1n the Subftance of 
the Spleen, which is fomewhat 
Acid, as may eafily be perceiv’d by 
the Tafte, in Chawing a piece of it 
Boyl’d, many Glands are contain’d, 
confifting of Arteries, Veins, Nerves, 
and Secretory Ducts, wherein the 
forefaid Ferment being lodg’d, doth 
alter the Blood, as hath been for- 
merly exprefs'd. But according to 
the Opinion of fome Authors, the 
Blood before it enters the Veins, as 
it were extravafated for fome time, 
remains. in little Vaulted Cells {ur- 
rounding the Spleen, which are 
Oval, and White; and by thus 
ftaying there, gains the forefaid 
Acidity ; as Wine remaining in a 
Soure Veflel grows more and more 
Sharp, and Bile more and more 
Acrimonious, being too long de- 
tained in its Gffis; they bring for 
inftance the making of Vinegar, 
which is after thismanner. A Soure 
- Veffel is depofited in a Place fome- 


what 
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what Warm, for the moft part in 
an upper Room of the Houle, ex- 
pos’d to the Heat of the Sun-beams, 
into this Veffel partly empty’d 
(for Vinegat is always kept in it) 
a {mall quantity of Generous Wine 
(for of Low and Vapid Wine 
good Vinegar cannot be made) 
by degrees is pour'd, which being 
done, in a little tite the. Sulphure- 
ous and Sweet Spirit of the Wine 
is fixed and fuffocated by the Sale, 
Acid, Particles, predominant in the 
Vinegar, and the Salt, Acid, Par- 
ticles that were conceal’d in the 
Wine, ate diffolved and attenu- 
ated by the fharp Acidity of the 
Vinegar, and turn Eager; juft fo 
fay they, the Sulphureous Spirit of 
the Arterial Blood, by the odour 
and mixture of thefe Acid and Salt 
Juices, is fix’d, and the Subacid; 
Saline, Particles get the Dominion in 
the venous Blood, for the Ufes 
aforemention’d: 


Now 
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Now that the Splenic Ferment may 
be accounted as a particular In- 
sredient of the Bile, is hinted to us 
by the following Experiment; for 
if the Spleen of an Ox, Swine, or 
other of the Larger Sort of Animals, 
be cut in pieces, and f{teep’d in Luke- 
warm Water and then a little 
quantity of this Water be mix'd 
or kneaded with Pafte, it will 
caufe it to dilate and ferment 
as if Yeaft, or any other Ferment, 
were mix'd with its; which Opera- 
tion may be more eafily.perform’d, if 
a {mall quantity of Vinegar be fu- 
peradded. 


Tf now this Office of the Spleen 
be not rightly perform’d, Two Sorts 
of Evils do arife from hence; the 
Saline Implanted Matter being ei- 
ther too terreftrial and fix’d, or noé 
fuficiently fo; in the former Cafe 
it will too much deprefs the Volatile 
oF Sale 
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Salt in the Blood, in the latter it 
will not fufficiently check it. 


If the Spleen be weak, either 
through its own default, or the 
default of the Food, or any other 
Caufe wharfoever, and the faline 
Juice too fix’d and terreftrial, by 
deprefling and checking too much 
the forefaid Volatile Salt of the 
Blood, it produces Unweildinefs, 
Flatulencies, Hiffings, Rumblings, 
or Croakings of the Guts, and Di-’ 
{tention of the Parts, with many 
other Symptoms, very familiar to 
Hypochondriac Perfons, and alfo by 
its Vifcidity and Terreftreity, ftop- 
ping the Secretory Duds, and Ca- 
pillary Veflels, produces Tumors, 
Schirrus’s, Gc. If it be not fuffici- 
ently fix’d, the volatile faline Parts 
not being check’d enough, produce 
Preternatural Heats, Feaverith Indif- 
pofitions, want of a due Separation 
and Diftribution of the Chyle. 


In 
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Tn like manner almoft the Pawn- 
creatic Juice may be vitiated, by 
becoming either too Acrimonious, or 
Vappid; either of which happen- 
ing, the Separation and Diftributi- 
on of the Chyle cannot be duly 
perform'’d, from whence Nutrition 
will be deprav'd, the Chyle be- 
coming more grofs, fix’d and un- 
prepar'd, for further Fufion, which 
breed many Obftructions in the 
Milky Veffels, the Glands of the 
Mefentery, leaving too great a Load 
of Crude and Noxious Humors, 
from which a Thoufand Diftem- 
pers draw their Origin, even Atro= 
ply and Confumption may fpring 
from this Fountain. 


_ But we cannot infift too niuch 
upon Diftempers that owe their 
Origin to the Spleen, for by the 
Diforder of that Powerful and Ufe- 
ful Ferment the Spirits will noc be 


plentitully enough feparated, the 
E 2 whole 
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whole Body will become languid, 
dull, and liable to many Difeafes, the 
Blood becoming too thick, and 
not {pirituous enough, by the Mix- 
ture of the Salt, Crude, Viferd, 
Particles, it doth eafily produce 
Obftructions, and Schirrhous Tu- 
mors in the Liver, the Bowels, 
and Glands, by Coagulating the 
Humors ; and it being not capable 
of being fufficiently Subtiliz’d by 
Circulation, and growing thicker 
than to pafs freely through the 
Narrow Veflels of the Lungs, will 
{top them, ftraighten the Broxchia 
by Compreffion, caufe difficult Re- 
{piration, with frequent Sighings, 
@»c. the Heart it felf will not be 
able to Circulate it, from whence 
an intermitting Pulle, Palpitation 
of the Heart, and perhaps Poly- 
pus, may proceed. Befides, if nof 
Circulating briskly through the 
Narrow Veffels of the Brain, may 
fpoil the natural Crafis and Con- 
ftitution of it, caufe Pains, Hea- 

vinefs, 
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vinefs, and Noife of the Head, 
hurt the Principal Animal Actions ; 
and feeing from fuch Blood, Animal 
Spirits, capable to perform their Fun- 
ctions, cannot be extracted, even 
Imagination, Memory, and Judg- 
ment it felf, may be affected, or depra- 
ved,and other Cephalic Diftempers 
may proceed from hence.  Befides, 
the Blood being too much impreg- 
nated with this Terreftrial, Auftere, 
Salt, begets a Scorbutic Diathefis 
or Difpofition, with all its Attendants, 
the Nervous Parts are fretted by its 
fharpnefs, the Perioflinm akes and 
rages with Pain, the fofter Parts are 
corroded , oftentimes alfo the Guts 
sricvoully tormented, and Ulcers a- 
rife inthe Legs, and other Parts. 


The foremention’d Crude, Sa- 
line, Particles, Coagulated in the 
Colder Kidneys, and feparated from 
the Serum, grow together into {mall 
Gravel Stones, but f¢parated in 
the Joints, and affix’d to the moft 
‘fenfible Parts, Corrode them, and 

B 3 pro- 
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produce fharp Arthritic Pains, and 
at length heap’d up im a greater 
quantity, ‘Lophaceous Sand or Gra- 
vel, which 1s the Matter of the 
Knotty Gout. Thefe and the like 
Symptoms happen, if the Fermen- 
taceous Juice in the Spleen be too 
thick and crude; but if this Juice 
be too thin, {pirituous, and fharp, 
(which alfo proceeds from the detaule 
of the Spleen and Aliments)) then 
other Diforders arife in the Blood ; 
for it ftirs up great Heat, with fome 
kind of Acrimony, which in the 
Brain, by reafon of its continual 
Irritation, the {wift diforderly 
Motion of the Animal Spirits, pro- 
duces immoderate Watching, fu- 
rious Delirium, and raving Mad- 
nefs; flicking in the Joints, and 
being Acrimonious, caufes the wan- 
dring Gout, and there, by Reafon 
of its fharpnefs and thinnefs, dif 
persd from one Part, it quickly 
appears in another, to which fome 
of its Particles do adhere. 

The 
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The Spleen being Schirrhous, Ob- 
ftructed. or Depravd. from any 
other Caufe whatfoever, by fepa- 
rating bad Fermentaceous Juice, 
doth alfo imeroduce many other 
Inconveniencies. 


Thus the Office of the Liver and 
Spleen hath been {uihciently, I hope, 
treated of, and from what hath been 
faid it appears plainly what necef- 
fity there is that the Liver and 
Spleen fhould mutually afiit each 
other, what and how great Difea- 
fes do arife from both, or either of 
thefe Bowelsill affected; how unlike 
to Truth it is that the Spleen may 
be exfetted from the Body of 
Man, witha Salvo to his Lite and 
Health. Ic doth alfo appear how 
fallly the Second Concottion is ap- 
pointed to be performed in the 
Liver, Spleen, and Pancreas, {ee- 
ing it is lodg’d in the Heart and 
Blood; for the Ferment before- 

i. 4 men- 
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mention’d is not made but from 
the Blood, and the Blood ought to 
pre-exift, and firft be made, fince 
our Birth, in the Heart, before it 
can be brought to the Liver, Spleen, 
and Pancreas; Blood is not made 
but from the CAyle, and the Chyle 
ought to pre-exift, and firft be made 
in the Stomac, before it can be 
brought to the Heart; and as is the 
Chyle, {uch 1s the Blood; as is the 
Blood, fuch are the feveral Fer- 
ments of the Body. The Method 
therefore of healing the {feveral 
Diforders of the Bowels, moft agreea- 
ble to Reafon and Experience, 
ought primarily to Corre& the Er- 
rors of the Firft Concoétion, for 
the Second cannot amend the Er- — 
rors of the Firft. The Firft is made 
in the Stomac, the Second in the 
Heart and Blood, the Third in 
the Bowels before-mention’d. | 


The Lymphatics are very fine, 
tranfparent, {mall Veffels © carry- 
be ‘ BA : ing 
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ing the Lymph, which isa certain thin, 
clear, limpid Liquor, to the Chylife- 
rous Veffels and Veins ; ; this Liquor 
contain’d in them, from its clearnefs, 
and chryftalline Quality, is very fitly 
calfd by the Name of Lymph. 


The Veffels themfelves do confit 
of'a very thin, pelJucid Skin, 
which being broken; if the clear 
Water contained in them flows 
forth, they wholly difappear, and 
vanifh, becaufe their Coat is 
adjoin’d to the Veflels and Mem- 
branes lying under, from. which by 
reafon of their finenefs and clear- 
nefs' they cannot be perceiv’d; 
which is the Reafon that for fome 
Ages paft they lay hid from, and 
efcap‘d the fharp Sight of, fo many 
Accurate and Sagacious Anatomifts, 
who were indefatigably diligent in 
Searching and Scrutinizing the won- 
derful Secrets of Nature, till ac laft 
they were happily difcover’d and 
in it to light by Chance, Axzo 

1650, 
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1650, 1651, by Thomas Bartholine, 
or Olaus Rudbek, who thereupon 
maintaind fharp Difputes which 
ought to have the Honour of. the 
firft difcovery of them; who per- 
haps feeking fomewhat elfe in Dead 
Bodies, neither of them being con- 
{cious of one another's Invention, 
luckily {tumbled upon the Know- 
ledge of thefe Lymphatic Veffels at 
once. The Difcovery of thefe Veffels 
hath givena great Light to the un- | 
folding many Abftrufe and Occult 
Myfteries of Nature, and illuftrating 
the obf{cure Caufes of Difeafes, for 
they are almoft innumerable in 
all Parts of the Body; and hence 
the ufe of the Glands, difpersd 
through the whole Body, but more 
e{pecially in the inward Parts, is very 
plainly difcover'd; therefore there - 
can be no certain Place aflign’d to 
thefe Lymphatic Veflels, feeing, as 
hath been faid, they are found in 
moft Parts of the Body, and in the 
Trank they do efpecially accom- 

pany — 
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pany the greater Veins, and may 
be feen to adhere to them by 
very fmall Fibres; many alfo 
are con{picuous in the middle Venter , 
but they are innumerable in the 
lower. 


They have many {mall Valves 
permitting the Progrefs of the Lymph 
to the Chyliferous Veflels, and 
many Veins, but hindring its Re- 
turn (which the Famous Anato- 
mift Fr. Ruijfeh hath ingenioufly 
Difcovered and Demonitrated by 
Painting thefe Valves exadly to 
the Life) they are afitx’d tothe fides 
of the Veffels, and mutually oppofite 
to one another, in the Shape of 
the Moon increafing, but much 
more numerous and fine than 
thofe to be found in the Veins: 
Which Valves alfo without open- 
ing the Veffels may be clearly per- 
ceivd; when the Lymph containd 
therein is prefs'd backwards, prefent- 

ly 
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ly it is {tcopp'd everywhere by them. 


There hath beena greatScruple con- 
cerning the Original of thefe Lym- 
phatic Veffels, ‘but by the fingular 
Induftry of Modern Anatomifts 
thefe Clouds and Darknefs have 

been in great Meafure difpersd. 


Nic. Steno, a very inquifitive 
Searcher of their Origin, hath 
pronounced from his peculiar Obter- 
vation, that all the Lymphatic Veflels 
have a Commerce and Correfpon- 
dence with the Glands; even as 
Malpigive affirms, all the Lym- 
phatic Vefiels, in what Part foever, 
everywhere arife from the Con- 
globate Glands ( which-in the Bo- 
dy are found in a Thoufand Places) 
and alfo thofe which proceed from 
the Liver, becaufe he found them 
con{picuous in the Cavous Part of the 
Liver of a Calf, where the Blood 
Veflels and biliary Pore enter it. 
fr, Ruijfch reports he hath found 
as it were, a Chain of them in 

: 4 
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4 humane Liver, under the Bladder 
of Gall. A great Number of thefe 
Veflels goes forth from the Liver, 
as may plainly appear to the fight, 
without a Ligature, but more plain- 
ly if a Ligature be made between 
the Stomac and the Liver, in that 
Part of the Mefentery which con- 
nects the Liver to the Stomac and 
Guts; by which Ligature the Vena 
Porta, together with the Biliary 
Duc is comprehended 5 immediate- 
ly upon this Trial in a Living Crea- 
ture, between the Ligature and the 
Liver, there appears a Tumor or 
Swelling of thefe Veffels, which 
Tumor is much increasd if the 
Liver be gently prefs’d with the 
Hand; but they do chiefly arife 
from the Cavous Part of the Liver, 
in which Part the foremention’d 
Glands are chiefly plac’d, and fome 
of them pafs over the Bladder of 
Gall. Fr. Ruijfch hath alfo ob- 
ferv'd many Lymphatic Veflels to 
go from the Spleen, not only mi 

the 
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the Superficies thereof, but alfo 
from the inner Part, accompanying 
the Splenic Artery and Nerves; he 
declares alfo that he hath feen 
Lymphatic Veflels in the Lungs. 
Bartholine hath ob{erv’d the fame, 
and alfo Olaus Rudbek, who hath 
pourtray'd them exactly. Befides, 
thefe Lymphatic Veffels arife from 
the Conglobate Glands in other 
Parts, in which Glands a Subacid 
Juice is either feparated from the 
Blood, or what is fo feparated is 
chang’d by the inward Ferment of 
them, the Lymph being manifeftly 
fuch. Thefe Veflels which proceed © 
from the Glands of the Neck, for 
the moft part Difcharge themfelves 
into the Labyrinth, or Concourfe 
of thefe Veflels, plac’d between 
the Jugular Veins. Thofe which 
proceed from the Axillary Glands, 
defcend partly all along the Cava, 
and are carry’d to the Receptacu- 
lum Chyli, and partly in the Mid- 
way enter the  Dudcus seid 

Tho- 
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Thoracicus, into which alfo a Branch 
is open’d, proceeding from the 
Branch of the Ocefophagus. Thofe 
which go forth from the Glands of 
the Groin and Loins being carry’d 
upwards, and going under the low- 
er Part of the Chyliferous Recep- 
tacle, difcharge their Lymph into 
it, it being furnifh’d with Valves at 
its entrance, to hinder the Ingrefs 
of the Milky Juice from the Recep- 
tacle into thefe Veflels. And that 
many Lymphatic Vefiels do unload 
themfelves into the Receptacle of 
the CAyle, doth abundantly appear 
if you prefs the Receptacle with 
your Thumb in a Living Creature 
_open’d, and empty it of the Chyle, 
prefently it will fill again, and 
fwell by the Influx of the? Lymph. 


But thefe Veflels do not only 
open themfelves into the Recepta- 
cle, but alfo into many Veins, for 
fo Nic. Stezo hath obferv’d them 
to open.and pour out their Lymph 

inte

into the Jugular and other Veins. 
Fr. Ruijfeh faith from a Ligature 
and Stru€ture of their Valves, it is 
manifeft that all Lymphatic Veflels 
which are in the Lungs, do depofit 
their Lywph into the Subclavian, 
Axillary, and Jugular Veins. Some 
there are who report they have of- 
ten feen Conglobate Glands in the 
Joints, from which no doubt the 
Original of Lymphatic Vefiels doth 
proceed, which alfo empty them- 
{elves into the Chyliferous Veffels, 
and divers Veins. 


After the Defcription of thefe 
Veffels, we muft neceflarily inquire, 
what Sort of Liquor this Lymph 
contain’d in them is; but the O- 
pinions of Learned Men are very 
different about this Matter. | Bar- 
tholine thinks the Lywph is a fimple 
Water, the refidue of Nutrition, 
fuch as the Elementary, and with 
him others, who make it ferve for 
the Moiftening of the Parts; but 

they 
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they aflign too mean a Ufe for this 
neceflary Liquor, feeing fucha fim- 
ple Water may be difcufs’d meerly 
through the Pores alone by the heat 
of the Parts; neither is there need it 
fhould be carry’d inwardly through 
fo many Veflels ; befides, fimple Wa- 
ter does not congeal, or grow thick 
into a Gelly, like this when gather’d 
into a Spoon is wont to do. O- 
thers will have it to be a Liquor 
from the Halitus or Vapours of 
Blood, brought together like Dew; 
and driven into thefe Veflels ; but. . 
fuch Vapours indeed may grow toge= 
ther like Water or Dew, but never 
congeal into a Gelly, like the 
Lymph; befides, the Vapours of 
Blood are abundantly evacuated, 
partly invifibly by the Pores, and 
vifibly by Sweat, partly by exf{pira- 
tion of the Lungs, and alfo being 
condens'd, are thruft forth by» 
Urine, Excrements of the Eelly, 
and Tears; fo that no Reafon 
k com- 
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compels us to believe that thofe 
enter thefe Vefiels. 


Others will have the Iyusph 
to be Animal Spirits, or partaking of 
the Nature of them, which after 
they are diftributed by the Nerves, 
are there partly confum’d and diffi- 
pated, partly grow together into this 
Water, which Opinion Fr. dele Boe 
Sylvins favours 5 but that this Com- 
ment is more Ingenious than true, 
fufficiently appears from hence, that 
the Animal Spirits are fuch thin Va- 
pours, that there are not the lke to 
them in the whole Body, for they 
moft fwiftly penetrate the narrow- 
eft and mvifible Pores of the 
Nerves and Membranes; from 
whence it is moft likely to be true, 
that after they have perforni'd their 
Office of Locomotion and Senfati- 
on, they are gradually wafted and 
diffipated, ‘by reafon of their Fine- 
nefsand Volatility, and not congeal’d: 
into a Liquor, as other comprefs’d — 

Va- 
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Vapours ufe to be. Befides, if thefe 
Spirits in the Parts to which they 
flow; hotter than the Brain, grow 
together into fuch a Liquor, cer- 
tainly much fooner and eafier would 
they congeal into this Liquor, in 
the Brain it felf, and the Spinal 
Marrow, by reafon of their more 
remarkable Coldne(s. For every. 
one knows, that thin Halitus or 
Vapours in Alembicks, or other Cold 
things, are condens‘d into Liquor, 
and in Chymiftry it daily appears ; 
but in thofe places they are never 
found condens‘d, neither can fuch 
a Liquor penetrate through the 
Nerves. Laftly, the greatelt plen- 
ty of Lymph flows from the Glands 
of the Liver, which hath fo few 
and {mall Nerves, that fome Ana- 
tomifts have doubted of its having 
any: But pafling by the differ- 
ing Opinions of fuch like Inquift~ 

tive Authors, none of the meaneft 
Note, all which they endeavour 


with various, though weak, Argu- 
F 2 ments 
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ments to maintain, yet f{carcely feem 
to have attain’d the true Nature of 
this Lymphatic Liquor, or the 
Neceffity of its ufe. Wherefore 
we will briefly endeavour to ad- 
vance what |feems more probable 
to Reafon, and begin with. its 
Defcription, which is as follows. 


The Lymph is a fermentaceous 
Liquor, feparated from the ferous 
part of the Blood, in the Conglo- 
bate Glands, yet not fimple, but 
temper’d with much Effentiat and. 
Volatile Salt, and alfo impregnated 
with fome Sulphureous Particles, 
which by reafon of the minutenefs 
of its conftituent Parts enters thefe 
Veffels, by which it is carry’d part- 
ly to the Chyliferous Veflels, part- 
ly to many Veins. To the Chyli- 
ferous Veffels, that it may render 
the CAyle in them more thin, and 
more fit for an eafie Drlatation in the 
Heart. Yo the Veins, that being 
mix'd with the Venous Blood, ie 

lels 
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lefs thin, it may prepare it for a 
brisker Circulation. For with re- 
{pe& to both, the Mixture of the 
Lymph with them is necefia- 
ry. | 


For it plainly appears, that the 
Chyle of it felf is Sweet, and foOme- 
what Fat, whilft the Sulphureous 
Juice iniit, not being fuficiently 
Volatilizd, hath the Dominion ; 
and hence by reafon of the vifcid 
and thick Particles, coming alone to 
the Heart, it is unfit for {peedy 
Affimilation ; for as Sulphur Mine- 
ral, by reafon of the vifcid Par- 
ticles, of it felf burns flowly, and 
by degrees, but being mix’d with 
Salt Peter, which attenuates them, 
it flames rapidly when fir'd ; fo alfo 
the like Particles of the Chyle,iffome- 
what Salt and Thin Parts are not 
admitted to it, they are but flow- 
ly and gradually dilated, and made 
homogeneous to the Blood; there- 
fore it is neceflary, that in its way 
EF 32 this 
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this thin Liquor, endewed with a 
fermentaceous Quality, fhould be 
mix’d with it, which may attenu- 
ate 1s Vitcidity , and prepare it 
for Fermentation, being carry’d 
into the Blood to be Affimilated 
to it. 


And the Venal Blood, fecing it 
is divefted of a great part of its 
Spirits, in the Nutrition of the Parts, 
and its long Journey, it hath need 
of fome mixture of Lymph to ren- 
der its Circulation more facile ; but 
becaufe it is more Spirituous. and 
Digefted than the Chyle, hence 
it requires a lefs quantity of Lymph, 
which is the Caufe that fewer fuch 
Veffels are inferted into the Veins 
than into the Milky Ducts. 


But f{eeing that before we affirm’d 
the Lymph to be feparated from the 
serous Part of the Blood, it may 

juftiy be queftion’d whether the 
Cymph is Serum, or a Juice diffe- 
, rent 
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rent from the true Serum: We an- 
{wer, The Lymph is not Serum, 
but a peculiar thin Humor fepara- 
ted from the Serous Part of the 
Blood. 


For in the Serous Part are con- 
tain'd, befides the Watery, alfo 
plenty of Saline and Cruder Sulphu- 
reous Particles, which the different 
Sale tafte in Tears, Sweat, and the 
fetid Oil, in ‘the diftillation of un- 
putrify’d Urine, do  fufhciently 
proves; but the Lymph confifts of 
Parts. wholly different, as hath been. 
faid, which by reafon of their 
great fubtilty, together with the 
thinneft watery Part of the Serum, 
in which they are feparated in the 
Conglobate Glands from the thick- 
er, eafily enter the mnarrowelt 
Mouths of the Lymphatic Veffels 
coming from the foremention’d 
Glands, and by them are carry’d 
to the Chyliferous Veffels, and di- 


vers Veins. 
F 4 The 
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The difference between Serum 
and Lymph appears plainly from 
this, that the Lymph being gather’d 
into a Spoon, not only by the 
heat of the Fire evaporating the 
more thin Parts, but alfo growing 
Cold of its own accord, turns into 
the form of a Jelly, which never 
happens in Serum, either by the 
heat of the Fire, or without if, 
becaufe the Salt of Lymph, which 
feems to coritain in it fomewhat 
of an Acid, whilft it is naturally 
contain’d in its Veffels, by reafon 
of its conftituent Parts as aforefaid, 
contracts a great Leptomery, and 
together with the Sulphur, is very 
fluid, but when it is condens’d 
by the Cold Air, is not fix’d into 
Hard aid Salt Chryftals, but turns 
into a Jelly, which alfo again, by 
the Heat of the Fire, is refolv’d 
into a thin Liquor, till the thin- 
her Parts of it are evaporated ; 
bug on the contrary , the more 

Crude 
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Crude Particles of the Serum, as. 
appears by Urine upon Evapora- 
tion, yield a Sal Armoniac, nay, 
even common Sea-Salt, befides a 
plenty of Terreftrial Faces, and a 
fetid Sulphur. 


_ Chyle being made in the Stomac, 
is together with the excrementici- 
ous Part of the Food thruft forth 
by the lower Orifice into the Guts, 
which are Membranous Pipes, be- 
ginning at the Pylorus, and ending 
in Axo, they confift inwardly and 
outwardly of Membranes, between 
them of Mutcular Spiral Fibres, 
whereby their Motion, which is 
call'd Periftaltic, is pertorm’d ; they 
are divided into great and {mall, 
the {mall are Duodenum, ‘fejunun 
and Ilewm, the great Colon, the Ce- 
cum, and the Redum:; Two Sorts 
of Peculiar Juices are mix’d in 
the Duodenum, with the fermented 
Maf{s thruft forth out of the Sto- 
mac, wiz. the Gall by its proper 
id? Paflage, 
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Paflage, and the Pancreatic from 
its Gland, which caufe a feparato- 
ry Ferment in the Mafs.aforefaid, 
whereby the ufeful Parts of the 
Chyle are freed from the ulelefs ex- 
crementicious, are attenuated and 
brought to a‘ thinner Flux, which 
is evident if you confider the di- 
verfity of the fubftance of the Food 
digefted, and as yet remaining in 
the Stomac, from what it appears 
within the Guts, for the former 1s 
Vifcid, and -Thicker, and diverfly 
Colour’d;, this upon its feparation 
lefs Vifcid, much more Fluid, and_ 
White, whereby it is rendred fit, 
by the forefaid contracting Moti- 
on of the Guts, to be prefs'd through 
their interior Coat into the 
Milky Veffels, whilft the ex- 
crementicious groffer Parts are 
thruft down gently into the grea- 
ter Guts, in the laft of which they 
are kept till the time of Excre- 
tron. 


This 
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This feparating Effervefcence pro- 
ceeds from the Alcalino-Sulphure- 
ous Quality of the Bile, and the 
Acidity of the Chyle, and the Paz- 
creatic Juice. Chymiftry affords 
us fufficiently known Inftances of 
this Nature to Iluftrate this ; but 
if any of thefe Juices are deprav'd, 
as they are often and varioufly, 
they produce various Diftempers, 
which are but too evident in 
Hypochondriacal Cafes; many of 
the Symptoms attending them are 
jaftly afcrib’d to the depravation 
of thefe Juices. © 


The Diftempers of the Guts are 
Lienteria, Celiaca Affedtio, Diarrhea, 
Dyfenteria, Tenefwns, Viaca Affeitio, 
Alous tarda & ome are

The Lientery, is an inconftant Flux 
ofthe Belly, whereby the Food re- 
ceiv'd is excreted, being f{carce 
chang’d at all, fo that fometimes

you may almoft difcern what Sort 
of Food hath been taken in, it 
not remaining in the Stomac fill it 
be concotted, but is immediately 
— thruft down the Guts, with acroak- 
ing Diftention, Pain, and Squeamifh- 
nefs; which Flux, if it continue 
long, enervates the Body, by de- 
priving it of its due Nourifhment. 


The Celéac Paffion isthe Excretion 
ofa crude and imperfectly feparated 
Chyle ; the Caufes of thefe Diftempers 
are the fame, but inflifferent degrees 5 
asa coldand moilt Iztemperies of the 
Bowels, a partial or total Want or 
Impotency of the forefaid Ferments, 
the immoderate Ufe of Fat, and 
flippery Meats, Ulcers in the Stomac 
and Guts, proceeding from fharp 
Humours, by Reafon of ill or vene- 
mous Food taken, upon which Acri- 
mony the Periftaltic Motion being 
increas.d, the Guts are continually. 
{timulated, and forc'd to excretion ; 
but the truer Caufe of the Celiac 

3 Paffion 
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Paffion isto be fought for, not fo 
much in the Stomac, as in the 
_ Glands of the Mefentery ; for tho’ 
the former hath fufhciently per- 
form’d its Office, which is to chyli- 
fic, that is, to produce a Milky Juice 
out of the ingefted Food, and tran- 
mit it into the Guts, that there it 
may be fecreted, and forc’d into 
the innumerable Lateous Veflels, 
difpers'd over the Mefentery; yee 
this, befides the Lactcous Veflels, 
containing abundance of {mall 
and foft Glands between its Mem- 
branes, (the Number whereof is 
various, not only in the different 
Species Of Animals, but alfo in the 
different Individuals of the fame 
Species; in Man; the fewer they 
be, they are generally the big- 
ger) hath a great One in the 
Middle of it, but all do very much 
contribute towards the attenuating 
and perfecting the Chyle; the 
Latteous Veflels communicating 
with thems whereby the Chyle, in 

: order 
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order to its greater Perfection, is 
ting’d with a fubacid Ferment, 
proper to the Glands; thefe Vef- 
fels afterwards meet in the great 
Gland, and thence by a fhort, and 
almoft flraight, Paflage, are carry’d 
into the Receptacle of the Chyle, 
where they depofit this Liquor. 
Now if thefe Glands be obftructed 
by any Caufe whatfoever, or the 
Liquor contain'din them, inorder 
to be mix’d with the Lacteous, does 
contract too great an Acid Acri- 
mony, the CAyle ftops, and is coa- 
gulated like to Curds, the Glands 
{well by reafon of this Copious 
Influx and Stop, whereby the fub- 
fequent finds no admittance; whence 
comes the Celiac Flux, accompa- 
nyd with Gripings; and if the 
Diftemper continues, Atrophy mutt 
follow, and confequently Death, 
for want of Nonrithment. 


Diarrhea is a plentiful and fre- 
guent voiding of Vicious Humors: 
| The 
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The Caufe is the Plenty and Pra- 
vity of the Excrementicious Hu- 
mours irritating the Guts to Ex- 
cretion downwards, and oftentimes 
it happens without Pain ; but if it 
continue jong, it introduces a Dy- 
fentery, which is a Bloody, Fre- 
quent, and Painful, Dejedction. 
Fhe Caufes are Sharp, Acrimonious, 
Humors, not only Irritating, but 
_alfo Corroding, the Guts; as al- 
fo fharp Medicines and Poifons, 
in which fenfe ’tis diftinguith’d from 
the painlefs Evacuation of thin 
watery Blood, from the internal 
Hemorrhoidal Veins, call’d the 
Hepatic Flux, and likewife from 
the Natural difcharge of Blood, 
independent of the Guts, caus'd 
by its Redundancy in the Body, as 
after Amputations, Suppreffion of 
the Terms, @c. or the Obftrection 
of the Bowels, hindring its wonted 
Circulation. | | | 


Lenelmus 
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Tenefmus is a continual and 


commonly ineffectual Defire of 


going to Stool, wherein nothing, 
except fome few Bloody, Slimy, 
Excrements are voided; properly it 
is a Dyfentery of the Inteffinuns 
Rettum, with its Acrimony affect- 
ing the Neighbouring Sphin- 
Ber. 


Ileus, or the Iliac Paflion, is a 
cafting forth of Excrements by 
Vomit, proceeding ftom the Peri- 
ftaltic Motion of the Guts inverted, 


whereby the things contain’d in 


them are driven forth only up- 
wards; it proceeds from Inflamma- 
tions, Exulcerations, Circumvo- 
lutions, or Twifting together of 
the Guts into.a Knot, extream 
Coftivenefs, or Induration of the 
Excrements, Evterocele, &c: in all 
which Inftances the Spirits con- 
tain'd in the Spiral Fibres being 
either comprefs’d, or by Inflamma- 

tion; 
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tion, Sc. too much itritated; turn 
retrograde. 


Immoderate Coftivenef§ is when 
the Excrements are voided very 
(lowly, or not at all; the Caufe is 
either in the Exctements, when too 
hard; or in the Guts, when not 
fuficiently. lobricated or com- 
prefled; fomietimes in the Spirits, 
when they are defetive; as in Apo- 
plexiess fometimes in the Mufcles 
of the Abdomen or Diaphragm ; 
alfo a frequent Caufe of this Di- 
{temper is the Obftruction of the 
Duttus Choledochus, or Biliary Paf- 
fage, which alfo is commonly the 
Caufe of the Yellow Jaundice; {ufi- 
ciently known by a foul,  ill-fa- 
vour'd, Colour, from Yellow or 
‘Black Bile, diffus’d over the whole 
Body. 


The Ob(truéion of the Milky 
Veffels (for they ought to receive 
the Céyle from the Guts ) and alfo of

the Glands plac’d in the Mefentery, 
which communicate with them, 18 
a frequent Caufe of Atrophy, or de- 
fe& of Nourifhment, becaute the 
Chyle is the only Pabulum or Food 
of the Blood, and fo: the whole 
fupport of the Animal Occonomy ; 
for the Blood, which 1s the Pabulum 
of Life, and the Chyle, which 
5$ the Pabilum of the Blood, failing, 
the living Creature can fubfift no 
longer. | 


The Chyle, by the means of the 
Heart, is mix’d with the Blood, 
su order to its Sanguification, which 
is done by an Effervefcence, of 
rather reiterated Fermentation, 
which differ gradaally.° The End 
of Fermentation is not to’ dif- 
folve or unloofe the Conspages of 
the mix’d Body, and of Effervef- 
‘cence, to concentrate of unite 
more clofely the Parts thereof, as 
the Learn’d Syloins thinks, but the 
End of both: is the Bxaltation | 
ve ; % the: 
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the mixt Body, or a tendeacy to 
Perfection, or at leaft a change into 
fome other things; and in both, as 
well Fermentation as Effervefcence, 
there may be fome Homogeneous 
Particles more concentrated, and 
thoroughly mingled together, and 
{ome Heterogeneous feparateds but 
if the End of Effervefcence were 
Concentration, and fuch an Effer- 
vefcence were made in the Heart, 
for certain there would be no fe- 
paration of the Animal Spirits, 
Bile, Seed, Saliva, Pancreatic Fuice, 
Urine, Lymph, &c. yet ali thefe 
are fo difpos'd by Fermentation in. 
the Blood, that they may be eafily 
fever’d from it, in their proper 

Places, by their proper Fermients. 
This Fermentation, in order te 
Sanguification, confi (ts in thefe Two 
Parts. Firft, The Chyle and Blood 
are blended together, and rarifyed 
by reiterated Circulation. Secondly, 
The Homogeneous Particles of the 


Chyle are aflimilated to the Blood, 
| G 2 and 
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and mix’d tdgether, bat the He- 
terogeneous are {eparated. As to 
the “Firtt, The Blood and Chyte 
are attenuated by the Animal Fire, 
or Innate Heat, which from the 
beginning or firft Principles of 
Life is kindled in the Blood ; as is 
evident when Blood is pour’d into 
a Veffel very hot, and in the Veins 
contracted by cold, but dilated by 
heat, fo that the contain’d Blood 
fecms to poflefs more than dou- 
ble the {pace it did before; and al-_ 
fo the Compages of the Liquor is 
fo open’d, that the Particles of 
Spirit, Salt, and Sulphur, being dif- 
folv’d, and brought into motion, 
as it were gently kindled, commu- 
nicate Heat to the whole Body. 
Some think this Solution to ‘be 
made by the Nitro-fulphureous 
Ferment, communicated to tlie} 
Blocd by the Air, or other Fer-: 
mentaceous Reliques, remaining 
within the Pores of the Heart: 
after’ every fi ingle Fermentatiot 
theres 
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there ; for, fay they, the Heart cannot 
in the Sy/fole be fo totally comprefs’d 
but that fome of the fermented 
Blood will remain there, in order 
to coferment with the next fuc- 
ceeding in the Diaffole, which they 
endeavour to illultrate by the Fer- 
ment of Bread, the prefling of 
Grapes, and Yeaft. But if we 
confider the Matter more accurate- 
ly, that Ferment doth {carcely, or 
not at all, differ from the Animal 
Fire contain’d in the Blood. In 
Fifhes, and bloodlefs Animals, it 
is more properly call’d Ferment. 
becaufe in their Body and Blood 
the Heat or actual Fire is not ve- 
ty confiderable; whence it is they 
are deftitute of Lungs, and have 
Only one Ventricle of the Heart, 
notwith{tanding their Blood 43 
moved and circulated, which is 
rather by the Benefit of a Ferment, 
than Fire. But in Man, and other 
fanguine Animals, in whom the 
contrary to all thefe happens, it is 

G 2 more 
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more properly call’d Fire. Befides 
this, that Solution 1s much affifted 
by the proper difpofition of the 
Blood and Chyle to grow hot, 
as may be obferv'd in moift 
Hay, of Turfs, and other things 
which of their own accord grow 
hot, and are fet on fire. 


This Difpofition — arifes from 
hence, that there are beforehand in 
rhe Blood and Chyle Spirituous, Sul- 
phureous, and Saline Particles, partly 
from the Food fermented before 
it is receiv'd into the Body, as in 
Bread, Ale, Wine; partly in the 
S:omac, Guts, Metentery, Spleen, 
and in other Places, concocted 
and fermented, and fo the Difpofi- 
of the Blood and Chyle conduces 
much to a good Fermentation. 
And as in all Fermentations fome; 
Heterogeneity of Parts is always re= 
quifite, juft fo it happens here; for: 
though the Spirituous, Saline, andl 
Sulphureous, Particles are sontain'di 

. | in} 
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in both the Blood and Chyle, yee 
they are in a different. State in ei- 
ther. In the Chyle the Spirits are 
Cruder, the Sale more Acid, the 
Sulphur not fo intimately Difolv’ ds 
but in the Blood the Spirit is Ex- 
panded, the Salt Volatiliz’d, and 
the Sulphur Subtiliz’d. For if 
the Chyle, by means of the Blood, 
be duly Volatilizd, and. brought 
to Maturity, after the manner of 
generous }Wine, prefently the Sul- 
phureous| and Spirituous . Particles 
being thus Diffolv’d, difiule an equal 
and moderate Heat throughout the 
whole Body; but if they, by reafon 
of Cradity, and defect ot Concocti-, 
on, remain Crude and Warerifh), 
the Sulphureous and Spirituous 
Parts not being fuficiently dif, 
folv’d, Palenefs, cold Diltempers, 
dificule Refpiration, Obftructions, 
and other Symptoms, appear of ill 
fermented Blood, as is obfrvable 
in Cachetétic Perfons, the Green- 
Sicknefs sor if the Sulphureous Par- 

G 4 ticles 
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ticles do abound beyond Meafure, 
and are diffolv'd more than is meet, 
there arifes immoderate Heat, fea- . 
verifh Effervefcencies, fuch as are 
in acute Feavers. | 


As to the Second, the Parti- 
cles of the Chyle being diffolved 
and attenuated, thofe which are 
Homogeneous, or of the fame Na- 
ture, are affimilated to the Blood, 
and both fo mix’d together, that 
as to the Colour, and other Qua- 
lities, they are very agreeable s doubt- 
lefs the {pirituous Parts becaufe 
they are very fine, and greatly 
mov'd, continually endeavour to 
difplay themfelves, and fly away; . 
but being irretiated by the other 
thicker Particles, are detain’d in 
their flight, and being thus detain‘d, 
they exagitate and rouze up the 
thicker Particles, by which they 
are intangl'd, and fubtilize them, 
or make them finer; they volati- 
lize the Salt, which otherwife is 

~ fome- 
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fomewhat fix'd, by adhering to it, 
and briskly acting upon it; they 
diflolve the Sulphur, by means of 
the Volatile Salt, which otherwife 
is too compad (as is evident in 
Chymiftry) and icarcely mifcible 
with the re{t; in the mean while, 
trom the mutual re-action of the 
Salt and Sulphur, plentiful Effiu- 
via, or Vapours of Heat, do pro- 
ceed, which being retain’d in the 
Blood, and every way diffus'd, in- 
creafe the Motion of Fermentation; 
and after this manner all being 
united, compound what we. call 
Blood, by which I mean the di- 
ftinc red Globuli, floating in the 
Serum; which whilft it is contain’d 
in its Veflels, is in perpetual Mo- 
tion throughout allits Parts, having 
not only the Intrinfical one of 
Fermentation, as in Wine, buat 
another of Circulation too; and 
alfo continually works upon the 
new Chyle, perpetually flowing 
and infusd into it, and aflimilates 

its 
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its Homogeneous, and feparates its 
Heterogeneous, Parts; and that is 
done fo long as the Blood retains 
its natural Temper and Motion ; 
but as {oon as it departs from it, the 
Blood becomes one while Bilious, 
another while Pituitous, and at a- 
nother time Melancholy, it doth 
not duly affimilate — the Chyle 
brought to it, but either leaves it 
for the moft part Crude, or per- 
verts it into an Acid, Nitrous, or 
other Heterogeneous, Nature, where- 
with when the Blood is too much 
impregnated, prefently Fermentati- 
on is depraved, and Paroxiims, as 
in Intermitting Feavers, are excited 5 
or if fomething Heterogeneous, a5 
fuppofe Milk, Whey, or Purulent 
Matter, flows into the Blood, 
which neither can be mix'd with, 
nor chang’d into Blood, then the 
fpirituous ‘Particles being more 
vehemently excited, make a grea- 
ter Impetus or Force, and raife 


the natural into a preternatural 
Fer- 
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Fermentation, as in Milky Feavers 
in Women with Child, Catarrhows, 
Arthritic , Ajthmatic , Hydropical ;: 
Eryfipelatous Cafes Empyema’s and 


Slow Feavers. 


The Red Colour, which is in 
the Affimilated Chyle, arifes from 
the Diffolution of the Sulphureous 
Particles; for Sulphur eafily be- 
{tows a Red Colour on every Men- 
firuum in which it is diflolwd, 
e.g. Oil of Turpentine, Linfeed, 
alcalious and volatile Salts, Gc. 


So alfo when the Sulphur ts nog 
fufficiently diffotw’d, the Blood be- 
comes Waterifh and Pale,. fcarce- 
ly tinging white Linen Cloth: 
with Rednefs, as appears in the 
Cachexy, Morbus Vriginens, or Green- 
Sicknefs ; for whilft the Blood is in 
this State, the Sulphur, which ought 
to have been intimately united 
with, and actuated, 1s thrown off 
as Heterogeneous, and Immifcible 
with that Liquor. But 
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But when this Fermentation is 
natural, and the Blood by that 
Means fufficiently attenuated, there 
are fome Heterogeneous Particles 
asit were feparated from it, which 
cannot in the Veflels be united to 
it; and they are Two fold, either 
Subtile like to a Gas, or kind of 
Subtile Exhalation in fermenting 
Wines, and fuch Sort of Liquors 
which force their Way outwards 
infenfibly ; or they are thicker, 
which being not recommifcible 
with it, moft be feparated from it, | 
teft they fhould, being retain’d, 
caufe undue preternatural Fermen- 
tations; and they are Two fold, 
either ufeful to the Body, and fepa- 
rated from it in their proper Glands, 
as the Bile, Saliva, and Pancrea- 
tie Fuice, Lymph, &c. or ufelefs, as 
Orine, &c. 


The Symptoms of Nutrition 
abolith’d or mene are chiefly 
Atrophy 
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Atrophy and Cachexy, to which be- 
long Scabies, Lepra, Elephantiafis, 
and other cutaneous Affects. Atro- 
ply is a Defe& of due Nourifth- 
ment, whereby the Body is by degrees 
extenuated, diminifhed, and grows 
dry. The Caufe of this is the Con- 
ftitution of the Parts, efpecially the 
Hot and Dry, by reafon of Acrimo- 
ny, as appearsin Hectic, and cther 
Slow Feavers, or too greata Laxity 
or Straightnels of the Parts to be 
nourifh’d, and Veflels that carry it; 
or it happens by Pravity of the Ali- 
ment, being corrupted by Pus, com- 
municated to it either from Ulcers 
in the Lungs, or Apoffems in other 
Parts of theBody. Atrophy is either 
total or partial; that which arifes 
from the Exulceration of the Lungs, 
or Parts in the Thorax, is cali'd 
Phthifis. 


Cachexy is the Default of Nourith- 
ment, whereby the whole Body be- 
comes unweildy,wathy, accompany d 
with flabby Swellings. The 
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The Itch, Leprofie, Elephantiajis, 
with other fuch like cutaneous Di- 
ftempers, are no doubr confirm’d 
and encreas'd by an ill Nourifhment, 
Tart, and tooSalt, or accompany'd 
with other Malignity, but are moft 
commonly got and propagated by 
Infection. 


The Default of Vivification 1s Re- 
markable in Lipothymia,Fainting, or 
Swooning, which is either a partial 
or total Deprivation of Strength, 
proceeding from the Defect of the 
regular Influx of the Animal Spirits, 
and confequently of Heat, for want 
of Circulation. The total is call’d 
Syncope, which is a {ndden and total 
failure of Strength, by reafon of the 
interrupted Circulation of the Blood, 
which may proceed from fome De- 
fed, either in the Brain, asin great 
Pains, and the Imagination being 
too much fhock’d by Fear, or any o- 
ther coo.violent Paffion, as 18 evi- 

dent 
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dent inan extream Laffitude s or the 
Heart, when obftructed with a Poly- 
pus, orthe Blood being either too 
Vilcid, Deficient, or Impoverith’d. 


Refpiration is greatly Serviceable te 
Sanguification, which 1s an alter-— 
nate ContraGion and Dilatation of 
the Thorax or Breaft, whereby the 
Airis one while driven. into the 
Lungs for the Inf{piration of the 
Aerial Nitre, another while is driven 
out with the Fuliginous Vapours of 
the Blood. The Lungs being a Con- 
geries, or heap of {mall Veficles of 
Bladders join'd: together by little 
Membranes, and moving. Fibres, 
require to be dilated before the 
Blood can -have Admiflion inte 
the Veffels covering them; which 
Dilatation is perform’d by “the In- 
fpiration | of »Air, and Motion of 
the Diaphragm,together with the Sub- 
clavian and Inrercoftal Mufcles, en- 
darging the Cavuy of the Brealt, up- 
on which the Airis mnpell'd, and 

‘diftends 
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diftends them; the Lungs being thus 
diftended, the Blood empties it felf 
into them, andby Vertue of the 
Aerial Salt infpir'd, and the Fuligi- 
nous Vapours expird, the Blood is 
diffolv’d and rarefy’d to promote 
the Circulation, Fermentation, and 
even the Commixtion of the Blood, 
as {ome Moderns think, by Compref- 
fion of the fanguiferous Veflels upon 
the diftention of the Veficles. Re- 
{piration is foneceflary, that it is im- 
poffible for a living Creature not to 
breath, and for one breathing, not to 
lives; yet it is impair’d in Apnea, 
when as to Senfe, and fora {mall time 
itis abolifh’'d; or it is diminifh’d 
and deprav'd in the Afthsa, Orthop- 
nea, Dyfpnea, Plurifie, Prefocatio 
Uterina, Quinfie, &c. 


Dyfpnea, Afthma, Orthopnea, 
differ among themfelves only in cer- 
tain Degrees. The firft isa fhortnefs 
or difficulty of Breathing, the fe- 
cond difficult and frequent Breath- 


ing, 
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ing the third, whichis the higheft 
Degree, is a Difficulty of Breathing, 
when one cannot: fetch his Breath 
but being in a Pofture upright, 
The Cauies of thefe Symptoms are 
the Defect of the Animal Spirits, 
moving the Mufcles of the Breaft 
and Diaphragm; or a Convulfive. 
Affection of thefe Parts, Obftru@i« 
on of the Veficles, by a Vifcid Matter, 
whereby the Accefs of Air is 
hinder’'d, a Tumor, Ulcer, or a 
Wound inthe Lungs, the ill Cone 
formation of the Breaft, Inflammas 
tion ofthe Pleura, or its Repletion 
with Pus or Serum, as happens in 
the Dropfie of that Parts; or when 
the Abdomen being fill’d with Wa- 
ter hinders the Depreffion of the 
Diaphragm, or when the Perfon 
being Liver-grown, that hinders the 
Conftriction of it. 


The Plenrife is an Inflammation of 
the Membrane, from which this Di« 
{temper derives its Name, accom- 

pany'd 
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pany d witha pungent, pricking Pain 
of the Side, and a continual Feaver 5 
sf the Membrane that invelts the 
Lungs be inflam’d, it is commonly 
call’d Peripnenmonia. 


The immediate Caufe of all In- 
flammations, is a partial Extravata- 
tion, or Stagnation of the Blood, | 
producing Pain by the Diftention 
and Rupture of the Capillary Veflels. | 


Prefocatio Uterina, or Fits of 
the Mother, proceeds from an irre-, 
gular convullive influx of the Ani-_ 
mal Spirits into the adjacent Parts, 
the Diapragm deprefling the Bow-, 
els, forcing them fometimes into an. 
outwardly vifible Tumor, by which | 
the Refpiration muft needs be af 
fe€ted, becaufe of this inordinate | 
Motion ; which comes either from 
oy ill Conftitution of the Brain, fud- 
den Paffions, or violent Defires, e- 
{pecially the ill,acrimonious Humours 
lodg’d in any Parts, in or about the 

ae Womb, 
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Womb, occafion this Kind of Irri- 
tation ; this Diftemper is accom- 
pany’d with Fainting and Swoon- 
ing, total Wantof Refpiration for 
a while fometimes, and the Lofs of 
Senfe and voluntary Motion, fome-_ 
times joined with Convulfions of the 
Limbs, and other grievous Symp- 
toms, very Troublefome and Dif- 
couraging to the Fair Sex. Anex- 
traordinary Difficulty of Breathing 
happens alfo in the Quinfey, pro- 
ceeding from an Inflammation of 
the Throat, inwardly chiefly, tho’ 
fometimes it reaches the outward 
Parts too, as is evident by Tumor, 
and Collection of Pus, in both of 
them. 


The true Office of the Liver, 
Spleen and Pancreas, agree in one 
and the fame End, andaffift one a- 
nother in actuating the Ferment of 
the Blood and Chyle, in the making 
of which Ferment the @Qffice of 
thefe Three Bowels ought neceflarily 
| H 2 to 
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toconcurr, feeing the one without 
the other cannot perfc& this great 
Work; fer itis neceflary that this 
Ferment fhould be mix’d with the 
~ Chyle and venous Blcod, that there- 
by the Subtile Part that lay conccal'd © 
in them may be attenuated, and 
ftirred up, and fo the whole Mafs be- 
come more fit for Hematofs and 
Nutrition é That the true Office of 
the Liver, Spleen and Pancreas, isto 
make this Ferment, appears from 
hence, that when thefe Bowels are 
in good Health, and perform their 
Duty conveniently, the whole Mats 
of Blood is better, and more fpiritu- 
ous, and hence the Body is lively, a- 
étive, and performs all 1s Natural 
and Animal AGions more vigorouf- 
ly ; but on the contrary, where thefe 
Rowels are Indifpos'd, and out of 
Order, innumerable Diftempers arife 
from the Chyle and Blood ill fermen- 
ted, Ifthe Liver be Indifposd, from 
what Caute foever,and confequently 
does not {eparate its Salino-Sulphure- 
. sie ous 
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ous Ferment, we muft not alter. 
wards expect a good Fermentation 
anywhere, the CAyle will not be fuf- 
ficiently feparated, nor attenuated, 
confequenidy it will be ill prepard, 
in order toits Affimilation with the 
Bloods the venous Blood will re- 
Mainas it was, Crade and Vifcid, 
wanting the active Particles com- 
municated by that Ferment, in or- 
der to its further Exaltation, or elfe 
it willeafily quit its Serum, and {6 
caule an Avafarca. If this Serum 
be collected in the Abdomen, it 
caufes the Afcitis, or Dropfie of the 
Belly, accompany’d with an extraor- 
dinary Thirft, the Moifture neceffa-

Ajcitis. But if the Bowels be ex- 
H 3 treamly . 
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treamly extended, foas to blow up, 
or force the Abdomen to the utmolt 
Tightnefs, tho’ without any Col- 
Icétion of Water, itis call’d Lywpany, 
which isan apparent Inflation of the 
lower Belly diftended, and refound- 
ing atthe Stroke of the Hand like 
the beating ofa Drum. Asto par- 
tial Dropfies of the Scrotum and 
Head, call’'d Hydrocele, and Hydro- 
cephalos, they may ealily be deduc’d 
from the Analogy of what hath been 
already faid. 


The Office of the Kidneys is by 
a peculiar Manner of Fermentation, 
to feparate the fuperfluous Serum 
from the Blood, brought to them 
by the emulgent Arteries, which Se- 
rum flowing into the Pelvis, or Ba- 
fin, by the Ureters, defcends to the 
Bladder of Urine, inits proper Time 
to be fent forth by the Urinary Paf- 
fage. 


The 
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The Symptoms of this Excretion 
of Urine vitiated, are I/churia, 
Stranguria, Urine Incontinentia, Dy- 


- furia, Diabetes, &c. 


Tehuriais fucha Suppretiion of 
Urine contain’d in the Bladder, 
whereby nothing, or very little, of it 
can be voided, this doth arife froma 
peculiar Palfie, or Relaxation of the 
Mufcular Fibres of the Bladder ; 
which may proceed from too great a 
Quantity of Narcotics taken, or the 
Influx of the Animal Spirits being 
{topp'd by the Obftruction of the 
Nerves, a Contufion of the Part, 
&c. by which Means the Stimulati- 
on of Urine is cither not perceiv’d, 
orthe Fibres being too much ex- 
tended, cannotcontract themfelves, 
as whenthe Urine is too long re- 
tain’'d, ot from fome Hurt of the 
Sphinder, or Erofion of it, by an 
Ulcer, or from the Urinary Paflage 
ftopp'd, with Caruncles, grumous 

H 4 Blood 
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Blood, or Stones, or comprefs'd with 
Swelling. There is an Ifchuria, im- 
properly fo cali’d, when none, or 
very little, Urine flides down into 
the Bladder, either by reafon of the 
{ntemperies of the Kidneys, or Ob- 
{truction of the Urinary Pipes and 
Ureters, by Stone, Gravel, @c. or 
when the Blood is fo Vifcid, that 
none, or very little, Serum can be 
feparated from it, or is carry’d off 
to other Parts, or by other Ways, 
either thro the Belly, or by Sweat, 
or lodg’din the former, or in the 
Habit of the Body, as happens in 
the Afcitis, and Axafarca. 


Dyfuria 1s a painful, frequent 
making of Water, generally in 
fmall Quantities. The Caufe con- 
fifts in too great fharpnefs of Urine, 
orin the Urinary Paflage being ex- 
coriated, or exulcerated, or partial- 
ly obftruéted, by a mucous Matter, . 
as in the Ulcer of the Bladder, or by

> Sect Stranguria 
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Stranguria iswhen Urine is made 
by Drops, which may proceed from 
00 great an Acrimony of the Urine, 
or the Sphincter being diftended 
does not perform the Office of a 
perfect Clofure, as it ought to do, 
and fo fuffers it to dribble thro’ the 
Urethra, as faft as it comes in by 
the Ureters. 


Tucontinentia Urine 18 an invo- 
luntary Efflux of Urine, which pro- 
ceeds from the Palfie or Relaxation © 
_ of the Sphinder, froma Blow, Fall, 
or Wound. 


Diabetes is an immoderate Flux 
of Urine, coming from the Collt- 
guation of the Blood, and the 
Wutritious Balfamic Juice obtund- ° 
ing the Urinous Scent, as appears 
by the {weetnefs, both in reference 
to the Tafte and Smell of the Wa- 
ter, voided in greater Quantities 
than Moifture hath been fupply’d

to the Body, accompanyd with a 
Feaver, great Thirft, and wafting 
of the Parts, @c. The immediate 
Caule is the Laxity of the Urinary 
Pipes, together with an Acrimony 
in the Blood, Colliquating the Nu- 
tritious Balfamic Juice, either rea- 
dy to be affimilated to the Parts, 
in order to Nutrition, or already 
lodg’d there, and abraded, both 
by the violent Motion of the 
Blood, and the Acrimony contain’d 
therein. 


The Symptoms of the Animal 
AGtions being hurt, are either 
Soporous Affections, which caufe a 
preternatural and deep Sleep, 
with a fudden and continu’d pri- 
vation of Animal Actions, yet with 
Refpiration; or thofe that caufe 
Convulfive Motions in the Brain, 
or the re{t of the Parts of the 
Rody. 


The 
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The Soporous Affections pro- 
ceed. either from Blood too much 
rarify'd, compreffling the Nerves in 
the Brain, or any other Caufe ob- 
ftructing them, whereby a fufficient 
Influx of Animal Spirits is hindred 
to perform their Fundtions pro- 
per to Perfons that are awake, and 
are either Coma, Lethargus, Carus, 
and perhaps <Apoplexy. 


Coma 1s a profound Sleep, from 
which the Perfon affected being 
rousd up, opens his Eyes, an- 
{wers tO $Queftions proposd, 
but prefently relapfes into the fame 
again, 


Lethargy is a profound Slecp, like 
tothe Coma, but accompany’d with 
a Feaver, and Delirium. 


Carus is a profound Sleep, with- 
out a Feaver, wherein the affected 
Perfon being rous'd, f{carc ely opens 

) | | hig 
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his Eyes, makes no anfwer to Quefti- 
ons, but being pinch’d, is fenfible 
thereof, Refpiration remains free. 

Apoplexy is a profound Sleep, 
wherein the Apoplectic Perfon, 
tho’ violently mov’d, thak’d, pinch’d 
and prick’d, yet difcovers no Signs of 
Senfe or Motion ; ‘tis accompany’d 
with a Stertor, and Difhculty of Re- 
fpiration, from whence the Great- — 
ne(s of the Diftemper is to be judg’d 
of. The Caufes of it are much 
the fame with the former, but oft- 
times happens fromthe Circulation 
of the Blood being ftopp’d by any 
Caufle whatfoever, either Internal or 
External. 

The contrary Diftemper to the So- 
porous, is imordinate Watching, 
which proceeds from too great a 
Plenty and Heat of the Spirits. From 
thefe Caufes producing profound 
Sleep, and extraordinary Watching, 
concurring together among{t them- 
felves, arifes the Coma Vigilans, which 
is a great Inclination, without a 
Power, to Sleep. Epilepfta, 
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Epilepfra, or the Falling-Sicknefs, is 
an alternate Concuffion of feveral 
Members of the Body, attended for 
the moit part with a Ceflation of 
Senfe. In the higheft Degree, 
which 1s moft Common, the Body 
isthrown upon the Ground, Senfe 
and Reafon are wholly abolifh’d, 
the Thumbs clofely contracted with- 
in the Palm of the Hand, the Feet, © 
tremble, the Arms are tols’d about, 
the Teeth gnafh one again{t another, 
and bite the Tongue and Lips, 
Froth is caft out of the Mouth, and 
the whole Body is facceffively ele- 
vated and deprefs'd, and when the 
Symptoms abate, the Epileptic Per- 
foi flumbers and groans, when he 
comes to himfelf, complains of a 
HeavinefS of his Head, Wearinefs 
of his Joints, but remembers no- 
thing of what is pafsd. Tlook upon 
it to bea particular Sort of a Con- 
vulfion, peculiarly affecting not on- 
ly the Limbs, but likewife the Or- 
gans of Refpiration, a and the Brain

it felf, asisevident by the Defcripti- 
on. 

The reft of the Dnuforders of 
the Animal Spirits, hurting the 
Animal Funétions, depend upon the 
Qualities of the Animal Spirits 
in the Brain ; for the Spirits 
being feparated from the Blood, 
are confequently either Copious 
or Deficient, more or lefs apt 
to be Mov’d, Volatile or Acri- 
monious, according asthe Blood 1s ; 
and how the Bloodcomes to be de- 
prav'd, hath been  fufficiently 
thown. 

Doubilefs we carry a bout with us 
in our Bodies the Seedsof a Thou- 
{and Difeafes, and areliable to the 
mifchievous Arrows of Death a 
Thoufand feveral Ways, every fe- 
veral Hour ; for as many Senfes, as 
many Members, nay, as many Pores 
asthere are in our Bodies, fo many 
Windows there are open to let in 
thefe Fatal Meflengers. And by the 
Mediation of Air, which is fo abfo- 

| lutely 
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jutely Neceffary to Refpiration, that 
we cannot live without it, fome- | 
timescertain pefliferous Miafms or 
Impurities of a fubtile and acrimoni- 
ous Nature, intermixing themfelves 
withthe Animal Spirits, and the 
_ Blood by Infpiration, quickly dif- 
perfe their poifonous Tincture 
throughout the whole Mafs, fo that 
not only the Brain, Nerves, and Vaf- 
cular Subftance of the Lungs, but the 
feveral Juices of the Body, are pol- 
luted with this contagious Quality, 
and thus they become the occafional © 
Caufes of a morbid Conftitution. 
Neverthelefs the Original Caufe and 
Root, if not ofall, yet of moft, Di- 
{tempers is inherent in the Stomac, 
and firft Paflages ; for the Food con- 
vey'd thither being not fufficiently 
elabourated, and in due time chang’d 
into good and laudable Chyle, re- 
mains. crude, indigefted, Heap, un- 
profitable, and wafit for the Nou- 
rifhment of the feveral Parts of the 
Body : ; nay, tho’ the generous Food, 

which, 
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which naturally is difpos’d to breed 
good Chyle, Blood, and Juices, and 
preferve the Body in a State of 
Health, be then receiv’d, it doth 
not nourifh the Parts, but further 
promotes and encreafes Diftem- 
pers; for that the Stomac by reafon 
of the Paucity or Scarcity of 
good Spirits for Motion, grows fo 
Weak that it cannot, according to 
its natural Vigour, affift to the Com: 
minution of the Food, alfo by reafon 
of Default of the Ferment it diftri- 
butes vicious Chyle, and asis the Céyle, 
fuch is the Blood, as is the Blood, 
fuch are the Spirits, the Lymph, and 
the reft of the Ferments, fuch alfo 
is the Difpofition of the Animal 
Oeconomy, and confequently the 
new receiv'd Food aftords frefh Sup- 
plies ofill Ferment, andencreafe of 
Diftempers, fo Hipp. teaches, Aph. 
10. Sect.2. the more impure Bodies 
are nourifh’d, the more they are hurts 
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FEAVERS. 


s*Here is nothing more Condu- 
cive to a right Method of 
healing Difeafes, than a true under- 
ftanding the Nature of Feavers, be- 
caufe a Feaver in the ufual Significa 
tion doth accompany moft Difeafes, 
but in the general Acceptation of 
the Word, and the extenfive Lati- 
tude of the following Defcription, 
itis infeparably united perhaps to 
all, according to the Old Proverb, 
_ What, will you die without a Feaver 2 
It is not worth while to fpend 
time about abftrufe Matters, and 
{uch are meerly Polemical s leaving 
therefore the canvafing of thofe 
Points to the Ingenious Virtuofo’s, 
our Parpofe fhall be only in a kind 
it and 
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and courteous manner to pro- 
pofe a few things concerning 
Feavers worthy Obiervation, not 
more probable to us, than be- 
neficial to the molt ufeful Part 
of Phyfick, which is Practice. 

A Feaver then? is. a vicious 
Fermentation of “the” Blood. and- 
Humors, whereby their, Natu- 
ral Crafis is more or lefs  di- 
fturb'd, — , 

There 15 a Natural as, well as. 
a Preternatural Fermentation. The 
moft remarkable Changes that hay- 
pen to our, Bodies. are chiefly 
owing to Fermentation; by Ver- 
tue hereof, Nature her felt per-. 
forms the Separation of the good 
fion the bad Parts. of the Cayle, 
and transforms them idto the Co- 
lour and. Confiftence, of Blood, 
{o that fromthe Confideration, 
of this Fundamental Change it 
fecms indifpenfibly neceflary, for. 
the prefervation of a good. Tem- 
perament, the Life of the, Whole...

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and of every Part, to eftablith a Na- 
tural Fermentation; which is an 
Inteftine Motion of the Minute 
Particles, arifing from the Astivi- 
ty of different kinds of Salts and 
Sulphur, mutually engaging one 
another, in a_ gentle, moderate 
Manner, without any great Haur- 
ry, fo as that at laft they unani- 
moufly agree to receive into 
their Society the Homogeneous 
Parts, and feparate the Hetero- 
geneous, by a timely Precipitation 
or Separation: Bot the Preterna- 
tural Fermentation is when a 
due proportion of thofe Fermen- 
taceous Particles is wanting, or 
fomething’ Extraneous’ from the 
Air, or Preternatural Humors ‘in 
the Body, be blended with them, 
which evidently, by introducing a 
more violent Motion, (thé Par- 
ticles to be affimilated being He- 
terogeneous’) produces what we 
call a Preternatural or Febrile 
Commetion.

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This Preternatural Fermentation 
of the Blood will caufe an alte- 
ration of the Pulfe, a Chilnefs, 
Shivering, or Shaking, € which 
differ gradually }) exceffive Heat, 
and a change of Urine, in Co- 
Jour or Confiftence, and fuch 
like Febrile Signs; from whence 
it may not be impertinent to 
obferve, that deprav’d fermenta- 
tion is effential to a Feaver, but 
exceflive Heat, which ufually at- 
tends the Paroxifm, 1s only one 
of the many Symptoms or Effects 
which proceed from the ftrug- 
ling together of thefe contrary 
Salts, Gc. in the Mafs of Blood; 
for this immoderate Heat is not 
to be found in fome Sort of Fea- 
vers, where Shivering, Cold, and’ 
Rigour, feize the Patient, without 
any Burning, or manifeft Heat, 
before or after the Fit. 

Some Feavers are occafion’d by 
the fudden ftopping of the Pores, 
and fhutting up the Sulphureous 

and 
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and Saline Particles, which natu- 
rally ought to be fent forth by 
infenfible Tranfpirations; but being 
reforb'd into the Blood, ferment 
the whole Mas. Ochers are caus’d 
by Malignant Eftuvia, proceeding 
from Contagion, — extravafated 
Blood, Ulcers, Inflammations, or 
iuch like ; but forthe moft Part Con- 
tinual and Intermitting Feavers 
derive their Original from a Col- 
lection of indigefted Food In 
the Stomac, which by degrees 
degenerates into a Vifcous, Glu- 
tinous Subftance, impregnated with 

an Acrimonious Salt. 
in moft Feavers the Blood is 
primarily affected, and the Spirits 
influenc’d by the Vicious. Steams 
which arife from thence; though 
fometimes the Spirits are fir(t 
affaulted, and the Blood faffers 
by reafon of their Impurity, and 
violent Commotion. In 4 Word, 
whatfoever difturbs the Natura! 
Proportion of the Salts, @vc, cau- 
[ 2 fes 
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fes a Preternatural Fermentati- 
on,from whence this Conclufion mutt 
needs be very natural, that fa- 
line Medicines, ec. fitly adapted 
by an obeerving Phyfician, in or- 
der to reftorethe due Proportion, 
and alier the exorbitant Qualities 
of the Internal Salt and Sulphur, 
which produce this Preternatural 
Fermentation, are the moft likely 
utterly to deftroy the Febrile Fer- 
ment, and confequently to reduce 
the Difproportion’d Mixture of the 
{aline Particles, @c. to a due Tem- 
perament, than any other Medicines 
whatfoever, becaufe they a& upon, 
and alter not only thofe of their own 
kind, but the Sulphureous and Spi- 
rituous alfo. 

With Submiffion therefore to 
the Judgment of the Impartial 
Reader, I humbly conceive we 
need not be Confounded with 
the manifold Divifions or Sub- 
divifions of Feavers; the nice Con- 
fideration of which may afford 
5 ladle A ceiaaltiaamy Pe! 
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diverting Entertainment to Curi- 
ous Philofophers, whofe ‘Heads 
are that way inclin’d, but con- 
tent our felves (without any Pre- 
jedice, we hope, to a Regular 
and Succefsful Practice of Phy fic } 
in obferving the diffrence be- 
tween Continual and Intermit- 
ting, Benign and Malign Fea- 
vers. | Bie my 
Continual Feéavers from the 
firft Moment of their ‘Invafion 
hold out to the End, and if they 
do admit of any Remiffion, yet 
continue their Courfe without Yn- 
termiffi on. Bat Intermitting Fea- 
vérs being caus'd by (an inter- 
rupted , Fermentation of the Blood 
and Jui ces,  difappear during 
the whole time of the Ipcid In- 
tervals, and then return again. 
Ordinarily they invade ‘the Pati- 
ent, with féveral Sorts of, Pains, 
and wearinels of the Joints, uni- 
vetlal Anxiety and Ungnietne's, 
Chilnefs, Shivering, and Shaking, 

I 4 which 
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which continue during the Cold 
Fit, by reafon of the fudden fur- 
prize and prevalency of the Acid 
Salts; but after fome time, the 
Volatile Salt in the Blood getting 
the upper Hand, the Effervefcence 
continues till its contrary be either 
wholly altered or precipitated, and fo 
the contrary is compelled to retire, 
either by Urine or Secretion 
through the Pores of the Skin 
by Sweat, when the Paroxifm 
ends. 

If mild Symptoms attend the 
Feaver, it 1s calld Benign, but 
if more difmal Effed&s appear, 
it is termd Malign; fo that the 
difference between them feems chief- 
ly to confift in Degrees, for we 
find fometimes the One dege- 
nerates into the Other. Ma- 
lignant Feavers difcover themfelves 
by a fudden Proftration of the 
Strength, dejection of the Appe- 
tite, immoderate Watchings, un- 
quenchable Thirft, with rough- 
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nefs, drinefs or blacknefs of the 
Tongue, {trange kind of uneafinefs 
in moft Parts of the Body, fre- 
quently ufhering in Delirium, Con- 
vulfions, and {uch like Fatal Effeds : . 
being caus by a fharp, volatile, 
corrofive Acid, which diffolves 
the Texture of the Blood, dif- 
pofes it to Putrefaction, irritates 
the Nervous Parts, and laftly, de- 
ftroys the Animal Spirits. 

In order to a fuccefsful Practice, 
as it is neceflary to prefcribe good 
Remedies, fo it is convenient ta 
premife this feafonable Caution, 
left any thing fhould be interpreted 
in the wor{t Senfe. My purpofe 
therefore is (for fo I would be 
underftood ) not to obtrude any 
thing of my own upon others in| 
a Magifterial way, but kindly to 
propofe a Specimen of fome Ge- 
nerous Medicines, juftly Entitled 
to a preference before others, becaufe 
they are more Univerfal, and an- 
{wer mere Indications than others, 

willingly 
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willingly fubmitting to any Alte- 
rations, Additions, Subftractions, 
or Amendments, ac “cording to the 
Emergency of Occafions, ‘and the 
particular Intention of the Phyfi- 
cian, whofe Province it is to take 
all the Care imaginable that Na- 
ture be well appointed to meet 
her approaching Adverfary, and 
timely prevent the Malignity of 
the Morbific Matter. 

Altho’ it may not be abfolute- 
ly neceflary in the more Benign 
Feavers, yet (4f_ the particular 
Conftitution or. Averfion of the 
Patient hindered not)) my conftant 
Practice, for many Years paft, in 
order to prevent Malignity, hath 
been to mix with every Dofe of 
the Alterative or Abforbent Pouders, 
which I fhall mention, a Grain 
or more of Cantphir, whofe Salino- 
fa'phureous Sub{tance is intirely 
Subtle, and fo extreamly Volatile, 
as to render it the moft admirable 
of all Vegetables, capable of pe- 
” netrating 
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penetrating through the whole 
Body fooner than any Native or 
Exotic Drug whatfoever, which 
the Three Kingdoms afford. 

In the beginning and progrcfs 
of Malignant Feavers, when the 
Febrile Ferment continually increa- 
fes, even fo far as to become Con- 
tagious ; nay, when it is exalted 
to the higbeft Pitch of Malignity, 
becomes Peftilent, and partakes of 
the very Nature of the Plague 
it felf, even then we have no 
better Alexipharmac Cordials than 
thofe compounded with Camphir, 
which quickly affects the Blood, re- 
ctifies the Spirits, corrects their Dif- 
order, reftores them to, and pre- 
ferves them in, their natural Tem- 
per, by correcting the Acid, and 
promoting the Secretion of the 
Febrile Matter; but why fhould 
1 dwell upon the manifold 


 Praifes of this Natural, Volatile, 


Oily, Salt, whofe Vertues cannot 
be contain’ in a fmall Volume? 
Yor 
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You may fee this more largely 
in an Ingenious Piece of the 
learn'd Dr. Gronevelt, treating of 
the fafe internal ufe of Cantha- 
rides in Phyfic, and neceflarily of 
the wonderful Vertues of Cam- 
phir, which is the Specific Cor- 
rector of the Acrimonious Acid 
with which that litle Infeé& doth 
fo much abound, efpecially Fol. 50.

moft excellent ; infomuch as none 
of the Sons of Art, to whom this 
Noble Medicine hath been familiar, 
can be unacquainted with the faln- 
tiferous Vertues thereof: But the 
Defire of unknown, and the Know- 
ledge of uncertain things, is much 
alike; for of what there is no certain 
Knowledge, the bare Opinion there- 
of cannot difcover the certainty 
of that Remedy: It is alfo true, 
that nothing conduces more to 4 
reafonable way of Curing than Ex- 
perience. 

I would not have the Reader 
miftake the meaning of this fhort 
Treatife of Pradtice, as if it pro- 
posd to give a full Account of 
the whole Method of Curing Di- 
ftempers, by way of Vomits, Pur- 
ges, Glifters, Blifters, Bleeding, ec. 
or the ufual Intentions in order 


tO 
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to a Cure, which are diftindly 
treated of by feveral Authors in 
the larger Bodies of Phytlic, and 
cafinot reafonably be expected in 
a {mall Epitomy, but only to point 
at fome few Select Remedies , 
which together with the appro- 
ved Method hinted herein, I have 
found fo fuccefsful, as that by 
them, and the concurring afliftance 
of the Patient, the Cure of all 
Diftempers (that are Curable ) 
may probably be performrd.

Let none fuppofe themfelves un- 
derany Obligation. toa ftriét Ob- 
fervation of the foremiention’d Me-

finement to this or that Receipt 
whatfoever, ( the Method _ being 
much more Confiderable in Curing 
Diftempers than the beft of Medi- 
cines ) but rather to excite the In- 
genious Artifts ( if they pleafe) to 
add to thefe few, or fill up their 
Number, (for they are Capable of 
an immenfe Multiplication) either 
by altering them in Form, Subftance, 
or Dofe, according to the Nature 
or Circumftances of the Difeafe, 
Conftitution of the Patient, and 
Difcretion of the Phyfictan, that 
they by their own Experience may 
find what I have often found by 
mine, viz. Thefe Medicines tobe

tural Fermentation (if timely ex- | 
hibited ) promote the Digeftion of 
Crudities, moderate the Vigour of 
Difeafes, and render all Symp- 
toms more Mild and Benign;

is gain’d (which is no fmall Ad- 
vantage ) for the carrying off the 
Vicious Humours) upwards or. 
downwards, by Sweat or Urine, 
to the great Relief of Nature, ac- 
cording to Hipp. Aph, 22. Seé.1. and 
no Way difagreeing with Aph 29, 30.

Ifth-fe digeftive Salts be mix’d 

. with Appropriate Waters, fuch as Aq. 
Menth. Meliff’ Cinnamom. bhordeat. 
Lad. Alexit. Cerafor. nigr. &c.in which 
Camphir hath been quench’d, by 
Addition of proper Syrups, they 
{erve to compofe alterative Juleps 
or Draughts, agreeable to the fame 
Purpofe, or they may be made up 
in Form of a Bolas or Elettuary 
with Conferves, tho’ in my Judg- 
i ment 
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ment it fhould feem altogether 
needlefs to transform them into 
any other Shape; feeing that they 
may be fo well contriv’d, as to be 
familiarly embracd by the moft 
queafie Stomac, and fo conveniently 
adminifter’d, as to ferve for feafon- 
ing a Mefs of Gruel or Broth 5 or 
they may be {wallow’d down in any 
more acceptable Vehicle, with this 
Caution, that Camphir ought never 
to be omitted where Malignity is 
fufpected, nor Sal Suecini, or Abfinth. 
where the Head or Stomac are 
chiefly affected. 

During the whole Courfe of thefe 
abforbent Powders; it is fit the Pa- 
tient (hould be conftantly fupply’d 
with fome kind of Ligours,which may 
not only be grateful to the Stomac, 
but alfo powerful, to precipitate the 
Acrimonious Salts, which lie {culking 
within the Confines of the Jaws, 
from whence intolerable Thirft, and | 
other difmal Symptoms, that com- 
monly . attend .Feavers, derive their 
Origination. Wherefore, tho’ feve- 

ral 
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tal Tnftances of this Sort, which we 
have usd with good Succefs, may 
be given, yet toavoid unneceflary 
Prolixity, we'll lay down but a few, 
which may be branch’d forth into 
more, according tothe Diverfity of 
Occafions, and they are thefe.

When the Phyfician is not fent 
for till the Seafon.of Evacuation be 

is over, 
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over, ( which tco ri soni hap- 
pens ) Nature is neceflitated ¢ tho’ 
upon very difadvantageous Terms > 
with the fingle Force of Alexiphar- 
macs, to engage the united Streng:h 
of the advanced Ssympioms ; when 
by the increafe of the Malignity 
fhe is exceedingly PSE As and 
many times irrecoverably loft, not 
being able to bear the Shock 4 but 
when proper Means are usd in the 
beginning, Nature is enabl'd to 
give an effectual Rebuke to thefe 
dangerous Proceedings, and her 
kind Affiftane is prefented with a 
fair Opportunity to clear the firt 
Paflages of great Store of Vicious 
Humors, which not only give the 
firft rife to, but alfo maintain 
the growing Power of, Malignant 
Diftempers. Occafionor Opportu- 
nity, which is the moft convenient 
Time for Action, ( asthe great Mafter 
teaches.) 1s {wift, and when once 
loft, can never be recall’d; therefore 
it is certainly the wifeft Way to 

ae take 
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fake Time by the Fore-lock, refift the 
beginning of Diforders, and {ubdue 
the Difeafe in its Minority. —

From whence it doth plainly ap- 
pear, that the moft probable Way 
to prevent the Increafe of, or put a 
Period to, all Sorts of Diftempers, 
is by anticipating the (ris; and for- 
afmuch as the greateft Part of the 
Symptoms, which ufually moleft the 
Patient in the beginning of Feavers, 
requires Evacuation upwards, that 
Method feems to challenge the Pre- 
eminence before othersin the Cure 
of all Sorts of Feavers, provided 
Wature- doth not endeavour to 
throw out the peccant Humours fome 
other Way. Inthe beginning then 
Cif Natures Endeavours appear not to 
the contrary, and no time can be al- 
low'd for digeftive Medicines, to 
lo a : | give” 
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give fome Check tothe Febrile Fer- 
ment, and prepare it for a more 
kindly Evacuation ) we think it 
moft Convenient to give the firlt 
Attack toall Sorts of Feavers with 
a proper Vomit; becaufe the Ori- 
ginal Seat of moft Diftempers, by 
Confent of the choiceft praétical Au- 
thors, being fix'd in the Stomac, and 
firtt Paflages, they are beft reliew'd 
by Vomits, which take away the ve- 
ry Root, or at leaft fubftract the 
Fewel or Muluplication of the 
Morbific Matter, effectually preveut 
their Encreafe, gently ferment the 
Blood, and  confeguently -abate 
the numberlefs Train of Symptoms 
which attend them ; but in Contu- 
macious Intermitting Feavers, e{pe- 
cially Quartans, we judge it abfo- 
lutely Neceflary, becaufe the main 
Strefs of the Bufinefs, and Hinge of 
the Cure, confilts in Vomits, which 
areincomparably more ufeful, to car- 
ry off the noxious Humours from 
thofe Parts than any purging Medi- 

K 4  cines 
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cines whatfoever; in favour of 
this Hypothefis, we may obferve 
Nature her felf many times giv- 
ing early Indications of this fin- 
gular Method, and earneftly be- 
feeching her Handmaid’s help, 
whofe Duty it is by Art to imt- 
tate her diligent Endeavours. 

But notwithftanding, when pro- 
vident Nature does feafonably in- 
dicate this hopeful way of Recovery, 
we find by daily Experience fome 
Perfons labour under fuch ill Cir- 
cumftances, as juftly prohibit the 
Ufe of Emetics; others no way 
fubje& to fuch Inconveniencies, 
are kindly invited, by frequent 
Reachings, Heavings, and {uch 
like Motions, to partake of the 
unfpeakable Advantages which re- 
{ult from Vomiting Medicines, yet 
dare not meddle with them, upon 
account of their Violent Opera- 
tion, making the Stomac deadly 
Sick, extreamly Wracking and 
Straining all Parts of the Body, 

oe oh 
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and for this very reafon are de- 
priv'd of the moft ufeful Branch 
of univerfal Evacuation ; fo that 
it may be reafonably fuppos’d 
many a skilful Phyfician, hath been 
diverted from his good Intentions, 
of relieving his Patient in fuch 
a regular Manner, and many a 
fickly Patient hath been deterred 
from the ule of fuch violent Means, 
for fear of the il] Confequences which 
fometimes happen in the ufe of or- 
dinary Vomits. | 

Taking it then for granted, that 
the beft way to relieve opprefs'd 
Nature, is by Anticipation ; 
and the beft way to Anticipate 
the Crifs of Feavers, 1s by Vo- 
miting ; and alfo provided fuch a 
Medicine were generally known by 
Experience, -as would not only 
Vomit fafely, eafily, without pain- 
ful Strainings, or grievous Sicknefs, 
but alfo carry off a vaft Load 
of Slimy, Ropy, Vicious Humors, 
of all Sorts, from the Stomac, and 

Parts 
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Parts adjacent, it might be pre- 
fum’d the Phyticians Reafon would 
as readily direct him to prefcribe 
fo beneficial a Remedy more fre- 
quently, as the Patients Intereft 
incourage him to embrace it more 
freely, confidering that thereby not 
only the Febrile Ferment in acute 
Difeafes is prefently removd, but 
a good Foundation laid for a 
compleat Cure of many inveterate 
Difeafes, which too ofien prove 
Reproachful to the One, and Fatai 
to the Other. 

The Mineral Kingdom affords 
many remarkable Emetics, the moft 
excellent of which are the An- 
timonial, wiz. Vinum Benedid. Tar- 
tar, and Syrup. Emetic, being as 
pleafant to the Palate, as helpful 
to the Stomac; yet by reafon 
of their Violent Operation, they 
are not ufeful to fome Perfons, 
whofe weak Conftitution and ill 
Circumftances cannot endure that 

 Strain- 
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Straining and Sicknefs which ufu- 
ally attend them; how much lefs 
ought the Salt of Vitriol to be had 
in Efteem or Ufe, being a Me- 
dicine as Calamitous as Naufeous > 
For by its Styptic Copperifh Quality, 
it perpetually twitches and irri- 
tates the Glandulous and Mem- 
branous Coats of the Stomac, and 
the Parts about the Jaws; it fre- 
quently ftirs up weak and un- 
profitable Endeavours to Vomit, 
but importunate and troublefome 
Coughs when the Vomiting is 
over. — 

The fafeft and moft fuccefsful 
Vomits belonging to the Vege- 
table Family, are the Pouder of 
the Yellow Root of Ipecacuanha, 
and the Emetic Water diftill’d 
from the Roots of Afarabacca, and 
although there may be fome fhew of 
Reafon for giving the Preference 
to the latter, as it is a tranfparent 
Liquor, no ways liable to that ufu- 
. Ws pated al 
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al Objection, made to the Preja- 
dice of Vomiting Pouders, whofe 
minute Particles infinuating them- 
felves into the Pleats of the Sto- 
mac, fometimes irritate the Fibres, 
to an Hypercatharfis, or immode- 
rate Purging, yet this Root, con- 
taining a mild, fomewhat fharp, 
acid Salt, is more friendly to Na- 
ture, than to produce fuch dange- 
rous Effectts, when it does enter the 
Pleats of the Stomac. 

They are indeed both very Gen- 
tle, Safe, and Sovereign Medicines, 
worthy of the higheft Commenda- 
tion, becaufe they work very eafily 
and quickly, rendring this way of 
Evacuation by Vomiting as eafie 
comparatively as Spitting. By my 
own Experience I have frequently 
feen the fuccefsful as well as eafie 
Operation of them both in the 
weaker Sort of Conftitutions, but 
never found any ill Effects, all that 
have taken them declaring they 
never took fo eafie a Vomit in 

their 
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their Lives; fo fafe and eafie they 
are, that no Conftitution, Condi- 
tion, or Circumftance whatfoever, 
which wufually contraindicate or 
forbid the ufe of Vomiting Me- 
dicines, need debarr any one from 
reaping benefit by them, feeing the 
moft tender and delicate Perfon, 
Young or Old, may take them 
without running any hazard at 
all; fo beneficial likewife, that ac- 
cording to the abundant Satisfact- 
on which many may receive from 
them, there’s no doubt but they 
will find good Reafon to recommend 
the ufe of them to others, as alfo 
without much perfwafion Cif need 
require) to repeat the fame them- 
felves, becaufe they work very 
gently, firft upwards, then down- 
wards, and fometimes by Urine,in 
a plentiful manner. 

As after the ufe of Preparato- 
ty Medicines, “tis a proper Seafon 
to exhibit thofe that Evacuate the 
prepar'd Humours; fo after Evacu- 

ation 
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ation of the prepar’d Humours, by 
Vomiting efpecially, Cif no reafon 
appear to the contrary, becaufe it 
is the principal and chiefeft Branch 
of Univerfal Evacuation) Purging, 
Bleeding, Gliftering , Bliftering , 
Pro re nata, ‘tis a proper Seafon to 
exhibit Diaphoretic and Diuretic 
Medicines, volatile or fixd, to 
attenuate and difperfe the Re- 
Jiques of Crudity, procure a lauda- 
ble Fermentation and Evacuation 
of the fharp Serum of the Blood, 
by the Cutaneous Glands, or the 
Urinary Paflagess; to which end, 
Nature her felf, either with little 
or no Preparation, and Chymiftry 
with Elaborate, give great plenty 
of Celebrated Medicines, extracted 
from the Three Kingdoms, fuch as 
the Volatile Salts, Spirits, Tinéures, 
fxd Salts, Sulphur of Minerals 
and Metals, likewife Opiates, if 
the Patient labour under great Pains, 
or is reftlefs, and to ftop exorbi- 
tant Evacuations, 

Now 
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Now alfo after Evacuation, in 
Intermitting Feavers, is the moft 
convenient Seafon to exhibit large 
Dofes of the Celebrated BarZ, with- 
out any danger of Relapfe, or ill 
Confequences, which frequently hap- 
pen upon the imprudent ufe of 
this Famous Febrifuge; for hence 
it comes to pafs, the firft Paf- 
fages being not well cleans’d, efpe- 
cially if the Febrile Ferment be 
-containd in a Tough Vifcous Ve- 
hicle, that not only the ufe of this 
Specific isrender’d fruitlefs, by in- 
-troducing a Diarrhea, but alfo di- 
-verfe hard Schirrbous Tumors of 
the Mefentery and Bowels, with 
other mifchievous Inconveniencies, 
do proceed, which are not to 
be wath’d away with — repeated 
Draughis of the Mineral Wa- 
ters. | 

But if fome Feavers fhould con- 
tract fo great an Obftinacy, as to 
elude the Power of the Jefuits 
Bark, which fometumes may hap- 


pen, 
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pen, yet they cannot refufe to 
yield Obedience, and fubmit to the 
penetrating force of the  prece- 
ding Remedies, regularly exhibi- 
ted, becaufe they attenuate the 
{tricteft, intimate Vifcofities, or 
moft congeal’d, mucous Sub{tance, 
and {fo wholly extirpate the Caufe 
of thofe rebellious Feavers. 

Other Specific Remedies, in par- 
ticular Difeafes, may be fafely and 
feafonably Adminifter’d, after the 
fir(t Paflages have been well Cleans‘d ; 
but they ought fometimes to be 
mix'd with proper Stomachics, Su- 
dorifics, Volatile or Fix’d Salts, that 
they may not prove offenfive, ei- 
ther to the Natural Appetite, or 
the Digeftive Faculty. 

By Means of the Volatile Salts, 
the Animal Spirits are fuddenly 
rousd up and encreas’d; for thefe 
Volatile Salts, (like Spirits to which 
they are Analogous and Homogene- 
ous) very fwiftly penetrate the 
narrow Mouths of the Veffels, and 

quickly 
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quickly affoctate themfelves unto 
the Animal Spirits; but ifany of the - 
Volatile Salts may be faid to excell 
the reft, it feems to be the Sal. Vol; 
Viperar. for without doubt there 
ignot a more powerful falubrious 
Alexipharmac ; and withal, it-is fo 
Innocent, that ic may be fafely given 
to Infants; forI have prefcribed it 
- to Convulfive Children under the 
Age of Six Months with good Suc- 
ceis. 

Among the fix'd Salts, thefe fol- 
lowing ought not to be placid in 
the lower Clafs, viz. Sal. Digeftioun 
( which isthe Caput Mortnum, after 
the Diftillation of Sal Armoniac, 
with Salt of Tartar) and Arcanune 
Duplicatum, as allo Besoard. Mi 
veral. given either fingly, or mix'd 
together, becaufe thefe ( efpecially if 
incorporated with fomeof the Vola- 
tile Salts) do ftir up afrefh that Fer- 
mentation,which was before in a Man= 
ner extin¢t,from whence the languifh- 
ing,drooping,dying Spirits are reviv'd, 
. iL + and 
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and volatiliz’d;theMafs of Blood being 
thus redeem’d trem Coagulation and 
Putrefaction, ismaintain’d, ina due 
proportionate Mixture, and the He- 
terogencous Particles, that are not 
Mifcible withthe Blood, and the fe- 
veral Juices of the Body, are feafon- 
ably expelled. 

To conclude, if it may be as readi- 
ly granted, as it hath been plainly 
demonftrated, that the Stomac is 
the place of the Nativity, and the acid 
vifcous Crudities, bythe default of 
the firft Concoétion, the primary 
Caufes of mot Difeafes, then it 
will ba jaftly query’d, way the | 
Method of Healing allo fhould not 
be forthe moft Part one and the 
fame >? Moreover, if moft Difeafcs 
take their Original from Crudities 
of the Chyle, Stagnation of the 
Blood, and Coagulation of the 
Juices, why are not Saline Medicines 
more capable of diffolving the crude 
Chyle, diluting the coagulated Blood, 
attenuating the mucous Heap of tar- 

tareous 
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tareous Humours, and volatilizing 
the other {luggifh Ferments of the 
Body, unlocking the manifold Ob- 
{fructions of the Bowels that arife 
from thence, and fo removing the 
very Minera Morbi, or Seeds of Dif- 
eafes, than any other Medicines 
whatfoever ? Seeing all Salts (efpe- 
cially fome of the foremention‘’d ) 
do not only challenge to themielves 
a peculiar Faculty of diluting, clean- 
fing, and purifying the Congeal’d 
Blood and Juices, butalfo, by their 
penetrating Quality itis, that other 
Medicines become more eafily dig- 

nify’d with the Crown of Succefs. 
Ifthen all thefe great and arduous 
things of Phyfic may be accom- 
plith'd witha few choice, well pre- 
par’d Medicines, it isin vain to o- 
vercharge the Sick with manifold 
more, not comparable to them, nor 
neceflary to the Recovery of their 
Health ; but by this fingular Method, 
agreeable to the Rules of Phyfic, and 
thefe {elec Remedies, ufeful in al] 
L2 Manner 
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Manner of fuccefsful Practice, both 
being built upon the fure Foundati- 
on of Reafon and Experience ( ex- 
hibited by the Hand of a Skilful 
Phyfician )all kinds of Dyfeafes 
( that are Curable_) with their num- 
berlefs Train of Symptoms that at- 
tend them, may not only be reafon- 
ably, fafely, and quickly abated, 
but in Procefs of Time perfe€tly cur’d, 
and fo the defirable End of Phyfic, 
which is Health, may be happily ob- 
tain’ds therefore it is needlefs to 
fatigue diftrefs’d Nature’ with a 
Mifcellaneous Heap ofordinary Me- 
dicines, and you, Courteous Reader, 
with a longer Difcourfe.
